St. Louis County Assessor 
Francis H. Kennedy, who has 
been waging a campaign for 
honesty in tax returns, filed

His 1959 return listed house- 
hold furnishings at $1750, in- 
cluding a television set valued 
at $75; radio, $100; refrigerator, 
$75; freezer, $75; power mower, 
$25; garden furniture, = 
washer and dryer, $50 each; 
piano, $250, and watches, $25. 
Other belongings were valued 
vat $1000, and a book value of

His household furnishings 
were listed at only $500 i 
1958. He has bought new fur- 
niture in the last year, Ne ex- 
plained. 

Kennedy, who lives in a $45,-

as assessor in mber 1957. 
A check of in the asses- 
sor’s office shows that arbi- 
trary assessments were made 
on Kennedy’s property in: 1955 
and 1956. It has been the prac- 
tice of the assessor arbitrarily 
to double the previous year's 
assessment when no return. is 
filed. The 1956 assessment of 
$2060 was double the $1030 
arbitrarily assessed in 1955.

VANDENBERG AIR FORCE 
BASE, Calif., Feb. 28 (AP)— 
A Discoverer satellite roared 
aloft from this West Coast mis- 
sle base today but hours after 
the launching the Air Force 
said it could not confirm that 
the satellite was in orbit. 

Aam. John E. Clark, deputy 
director of the Advanced Re- 
search Project Agency, said 


the satellite radio signals had 
not been received by either the 
Hawaiian or Alaskan tracking 
stations, 

He said this did not neces- 
sarily ‘mean the satellite was 


‘not in orbit. He said it could 


be antenna trouble in the sat- 
ellite. 

“It will be late tonight,” the 
admiral said, “before we can 
determine with radar tracking 


‘equipment whether the satel- 


lite is in orbit. 
Second Stage Fired. 

He sala preliminary data ra- 
dioed back by the satellite in- 
dicated the launching was suc- 
cessful and that the second 
stage ignited on schedule. 

Adm. Clark said a tracking 


station at Point Mugu 100 miles | 


south of here got signals from 


the Discoverer for six minutes | 
after the launching. 


A navy ship 900, miles south 
of here received only faint 
indicating 
something was wrong with the 
satellite’s broadcasting equip- 
ment 


“All information to date in- 
dicates that the sateilite should 
be in orbit but we cannot con- 
| firm this at this hour.” 

The firing of the satellite 
opened a series of research 
shots designed to show man 
how he can venture safely into 
space. 

The 1300-pound cylinder, 19 
feet long and 5 feet wide, was 
blasted skyward by a Thor in- 
termediate range ballistic mis- 
sile.

The Communists announced 
earlier this month that they 
planned to colonize the islands 
in the South China sea, and 
government spokesmen in Viet 
Nam said this week they were 
“investigating these. reports.”

The Fla- 
mingo victory vaulted the strap- 
ping bay three-year-old son of 
Priam II into the limelight as a 
colt to be reckoned with in the 
Kentucky Derby. 

Troilus ran the mile and one 
eighth in 1:49.1, two and one- 
fifth seconds off the track rec- 
ord on a fast racing strip. As 
second favorite of the crowd, 
Troilus paid $6.90, $4.70 and 
$3.10 for a two dollar bet across 
the board. 


Open View, owned by the 
Florida Mackle brothers, re- 
turned $20.70 for place and 


$7.20 show. First Landing paid 
$2.40 to show. 

Greentree Stable’s Eurasia 
bolted into the lead before the 
10 horses hit the clubhouse 
turn.

NEW YORK, Feb. 28 (UPI— 
Commissioner Ford Frick’ an- 
nounced today that the baseball 
playing rules committee has 
unanimously voted a_ rules 
change affecting situations 
where balls batted or thrown 
on the playing field hit or are 
touched by spectators.

Roman Catholic Church Taking 


More Cognizance of Evolution

ROME, Feb. 28—The Roman 
Catholic church is officially 
taking cognizance of the theory 
of evolution. 

Cardinal Eugene Tisserant, 
dean of the Sacred College of 
Cardinals, caused an academic 
sensation Thursday night by at- 
tending a lecture at Rome Uni- 


versity expounding the theory 
that man-like creatures ap- 


years ago. Yesterday the lec- 
turer, Prof Johannes Hurzeler 
of Basel, Switzerland, was re- 
ceived in audience by Pope 
John XXIII. 

According to the evolution- 
ary theories of Charles Darwin 
and other scientists, organic 
life developed by gradual 
changes from earlier forms. 
The periods assigned to these 
changes immensely exceed the 
Bibical chronology of the cre- 


tation of the world derived 


from literal intrepretation of 
the book of Genesis. Hence, 
Darwinism and kindred sys- 
tems were long rejected by 
Christian theologians. 

The late Pope Pius XII in an 
encyclical issued in 1950, 
known “Humani Generis” (Of 
Mankind), declared that the 
church did not forbid scientific 
research into and discussion of 
the theory of evolution. The 
encyclical warned, however, 
| that such studies must be lim- 
ited to “inquiries into origin of 
the human body as coming 
from pre-existent and living 
matter—for the Catholic faith 
obliges us to hold that souls

Church 
acceptance of the premises of 
the evolutionary theory was 
seen in Cardinal Tisserant’s 
listening to the lecture. Never 
before had a cardinal set foot 
in the state university here.

Seen in Any Compromise on Berlin 


Military Men Say Soviet 
Ultimatum Confronts 
U.S. With Most Serious 
Crisis in This Century.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. 


THE SOVIET ULTIMATUM 
that it would turn over its oceupa- 
tion responsibilities to the East Ger- 
man government May 27 is regarded 
by many military officials as the be- 
ginning of the most serious crisis 
that has faced the United States in 
this century. 

The immediate issue is the right 
of free access to West Berlin, 
granted to allied powers in various 
postwar agreements and understand- 
ings. The vital issue, however, is 
not this particular Soviet maneuver. 
It is, rather, the possibility that the 
Soviets will use the Berlin issue to 
inflict on the West a resounding de- 
feat that can subject all Europe to 
Communist domination. 

One highly placed military official told 
the Post-Dispatch: “Lose Berlin and all 
is lost.” Military concern is indicated by 
the testimony of Army Chief of Staff 
Maxwell D. Taylor Feb. 2, when he said 
that the United States had the strength 
necessary to resist force in Berlin “if 


we are willing to mobilize it and do it 
in time.” 


HE WAS ASKED if he meant to mo- 
bilize the entire nation. He replied: “Yes, 
you cannot play around in this business 
unless you have a lot of blue chips in 
your pocket. This is unlimited poker.” 


Military men fear that Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev now is so confident 
of Soviet military supremacy—tfinally at- 
tained after 13 years of frantic effort to 
catch up with the United States in atomic 
and hydrogen weapons and the means to 
deliver them—that he is unlikely to back 
down from the positive positions he 
has taken. . 


Khrushchev is willing to go to the 
brink of war, the military fear, and 
they also fear that the Western allies 
are not willing to go so far as he is, 
but will back down with a compromise 
that will actually be a Soviet victory. 


It is known that some State De- 
partment officials are willing to ac- 
cept a face-saving formula. Some want 
to place the issue before the United Na- 
tions before an issue of the threat of 
war is posed. However, it is also 
known that the senior State Department 
officials, notably Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles and Deputy Assistant Sec- 
retary Robert Murphy, believe just as 
strongly as any of the Pentagon author- 
ities in a firm stand in defense of our 
rights and responsibilities 

From the beginning of the current 
crisis over Berlin—this was posed by 
Khrushchev in threatening terms in an 
address Nov. 10, 1958—military authori- 
ties have recognized that a major inter- 
national threat was involved. The tend- 
ency of civil officials was to interpret 
Khrushchev’s maneuver in political terms 
—he was trying to force the West into a 
summit conference; he was talking big 
to encourage East Germany; he was being 
forced to take a hard line to placate the 
remaining Stalinists. All sorts of imag- 
inary reasons were dreamed of. 

Military inteligence, however, has 
credible information that Walter UlI- 
bricht, secretary of the East German 
Communist party, told Khrushchev in 
positive terms last fall that he could 
not hold East Germany Communist unless 
the Soviet Union got the Allies out of 
Berlin. 

More than 3,000,000 Germans have fled 
East Germany for West Germany since 
1945. Its population is actually less today 
than it was in 1945. 


ULBRICHT HAD EXPECTED immedi- 
ate action from Khrushchev. But two 
days before the notes of Nov. 27 on Ber- 
lin were delivered to the Western powers, 
containing the six-month ultimatum, 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
informed him that measures could not 
be taken against Berlin for another six 
months. The Communist leadership in 
East Germany was in despair, but had to 
be satisfied. 


Why a six-month delay? It would have 
been simpler in many ways to catch the 
Allies by surprise by turning over the 
Soviet responsibilities in East Germany 
to the East German government without 
notice. 

In the Pentagon, it is believed that the 
Russians considered it mecessary to use 
that much time to make preparations to 
be ready in case of actual conflict on the 
issue. But the attitude of the Western 
powers was compiacent. To date no prep- 
arations have been made, except for some 
minor military plans in case East Ger- 
man officials attempt to interfere with 
the movement of allied eonvoys to Berlin. 


In his address of Nov. 10, Khrushchev 
announced the position that only the East 
and West German governments could act 
on German unification. It was no longer 
the affair of the victorious powers in the 
war. “No powers,” he said, “have the 
right to interfere in the internal affairs 
of and to dictate their will to the German 
Democratic Republic.” 

“West Germany,” he declared, “would 
not last a day in a modern war.” As far 
as East Germany is concerned: “Should

any aggresive force attack the German 
Democratic (Communist) Republic, which 
is an equal partner in the Warsaw treaty, 
(that is, try to force its way through East 
Germany to Berlin), then we will con- 
sider it as an attack on the Soviet Union, 
on all the parties to the Warsaw treaty. 
We shall rise then to the defense of the 
German Democratic Republic.” 


The threat was repeated in the notes 
of Nov. 27. The West was put on notice 
that Khrushchev was willing to negotiate 
only on the status of Berlin as a free city, 
not on any other aspect of the Ger- 
man problem—not on the unification of 
Germany, nor on allied rights of access 
to Berlin. 

Most officials believe that the West lost 
at this time its opportunity to take a 
strong stand. If the Western powers had 
replied at once to the Nov. 27 note to 
the effect that any interference with al- 
lied right of access to Berlin would be 
regarded as an aggression against the 
West, this would have placed the blame 
for aggressive action on the Soviet Union 
and East Germany, where it actually lies. 


BUT AT THAT TIME Western states- 
men seemed unable to comprehend that 
the Soviet Premier meant business. 


It has been only within the last few 
weeks, and most especially since 
Khrushchev’s address at Kalinin Feb. 
24, in the midst of his talks with 
British Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan, that the Western allies have 
finally understood they had to stand 
or give away ignominiously. The 
President declared at his press confer- 
ence last week that the Western Big 
Three were “not going to give an inch.” 


Khrushchev has managed to draw the 
attention of the world to his maneuvers 
while hiding his objectives. The maneu- 
vers are a “peace” treaty with Germany, 
the “rights” of East Germany to con- 
trol the air, land and water routes over 
its territory, and prevention of the re- 
birth of German militarism. 

His objective is to keep East Germany 
under Soviet control, Before West Ger- 
many had become prosperous and when 
it had no arms, the Soviet objective was 
to unify East and West Germany on 
terms that would make certain that Com- 
munist East Germany would be able to 
take control of the government of West 
Germany. 

Today this is impossible. East and 
West Germany are both armed. West 
Germany is one of the most prosperous 
nations in the world while East Germany 
is a swamp of fear and deprivation. 

Although Khrushchev proposed a 
spurious peace treaty with East and West 
Germany Jan. 10, and their confedera- 
tion, the Soviet objective today is to 
maintain a divided Germany, and also

Before May of 1960, Macmillan and 
his Conservative government must go to 
the country in an election on which a 
great deal turns for the West. The 
Labor party is confident that, if the 
election were held today, Labor would 
win by a sizable number of seats. Ob- 
jective judgment puts the Conservative 
chances at 50-50 at the very best, 


The reason is mounting unemploy- 
ment. About 600,000 workers are un- 
employed, roughly 3 per cent of the 
total labor force. With joblessness stir- 
ring memories of the grim days of the 
dole, the domestic issue would transcend 
the foreign issue in the marginal dis- 
tricts. 


IF THE MISSION to Moscow had been 
even an atmospheric success, the situa- 
tion would have a different look. Op- 
portunity glittered alluringly. With Sec- 
retary of State John Foster Dulles 
incapacitated, the West was ready to 
welcome a new spokesman. It was not 
that Macmillan would have returned with 
any nonsense about “peace in our time.” 
But the hope had been that his visit 
would further a long negotiation and 
from that the prospect of at least a 
truce in the cold war. 

Premier Khrushchev chose the occa- 
sion of Macmillan’s visit to make a 
denunciatory political speech blasting 
the Western position. Macmillan now 
appears to be committed to a showdown 
on Berlin, for which a considerable part 
of British opinion is not only unprepared 
but extremely reluctant. 

What is more and more apparent to 
Britons is that Macmillan has put virtu- 
ally his whole stake on the policy of 
inter-dependence with the United States. 


Discontent and distrust have long 
smoldered over the decision of De- 
fense Minister Duncan Sandys to rely 
on the American intermediate range 
Thor rocket. The British have dis- 
trusted its accuracy, and they have 
been unhappy over the need to build 
it into a fixed position. 


When Laborite John Strachey, who 
would be Secretary for War in a Labor 
cabinet, was in Washington recently, he 
had a sharp argument with Under Sec- 
retary of Defense Donald A. Quarles, 
chief sponsor of the Thor. Strachey in- 
sisted that British tests showed that 30 
minutes were required to fire the Thor. 
Quarles said the time was only 15 min- 
utes.

The irony in this is that Macmillan had 
built himself up personally far from 
the low point of November 1956, in the 
aftermath of the fiasco of the Suez at- 
tack. He was then Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in the cabinet of Prime Min- 
ister Sir Anthony Eden and one of those 
closest to Eden in the venture against 
Nasser’s Egypt. 

When Eden bowed out because of 
illness compounded by the Suez tragedy, 
Macmillan took over. He seemed a limp 
Edwardian figure, aloof both from the 
people and the problems of a time of 
troubles. Yet he was to transform him- 
self into an astute political leader with 
no little personal popularity. 

Six morths ago, Macmillan and his 
Conservatives seemed an unbeatable com- 
bination for re-election. It was widely 
believed in the fall that he would cali 
an election in May with the virtual cer- 
tainty that he and his party would be 
returned to office with a thumping 
majority. 

But even then deep underlying con- 
flicts had begun to be manifest. This 
was true above all with respect to the 
defense of Britain. Following somewhat 
in the pattern of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, Defense Minister Sandys 
had determined to cut the defense 
budget, end the draft, reduce conven- 
tional forces and rely to a large degree 
on the nuclear deterrent. When this 
was announced last July, it produced a 
strong protest from many Conservatives 
and even from certain Laborites, despite 
the Labor party’s pacifist stand. 


PERHAPS MORE THAN any articulate 
political protest, however, was a disquiet 
over Britain’s openness to nuclear 
destruction from intermediate range mis- 
siles already in place in the Soviet 
Union. 

When this uneasiness. is put together 
with the rising volume of unemployment, 
the prospects for Macmillan do not look 
good. The British voter who is not a 
party man is likely to reflect that it 
might be good to give the other fellow 
a try at making peace. 


But Macmillan’s luck should not be 


discounted. No one at the bottom of 
the Suez crisis would have predicted 
that within less than two and a half 
years he would become a popular figure. 
In February and the spring months 
beyond, the employment picture should 
improve seasonally at least. By October, 
which is the month now being rumored 
as Macmillan’s choice for an election, the 
prospects for both prosperity and peace 
may look considerably brighter. 
Macmillan will have gained something 
by standing up to the brutal treatment 
Khrushchev dealt out.to him in the 
course of what had been billed as a visit 
of reconnaissance to explore areas of 
goodwill and possible future agreement.

Proxmire said he first began to have 
doubts about Johnson’s leadership at the 
start of the session when the Texan pre- 
sented his own compromise on the Senate 
filibuster rule without the consultation 
of a Democratic caucus. 

The Johnson compromise, which was 
adopted, did not accord with the 1956 
Democratic platform plank for majority 
rule for ending filibusters after reason- 
able debate, Proxmire said, and was not 
in accord with the views of the Northern 
and Western Democrats who supported 
that plank. 


Proxmire’s disappointment with the 
two brief caucuses he attended in 1958 
and 1959 was responsible for his demand 
that regular party conferences be called 
by the majority leader for discussion of 
legislative issues. He reminded the 
Senate that no specific legislative busi- 
ness had been discussed and no program 
drawn up at either session. By sub- 
mitting to this procedure, he said, 
“Democratic Senators have done more 
than surrender a vital right. We have 
given up a duty to use the great office 
of United States Senator to its fullest 
in behalf of our sovereign states and 
our shared obligation to the national 
interest.” 

Proxmire made it clear in the Senate 
that his own vote would not be bound 
by the decisions of a party caucus and 
that he did not expect other Senators 
to be bound. What he called “the abso- 
lute primacy of individual conscience” 
would not permit submission to the will 
of a caucus majority. His purpose, he 
said, was to give all Democratic Senators 
an opportunity to have a part in the 
formation of the party's legislative pro- 
gram. 

Johnson was in Texas when Proxmire 
made his speech this week. His office 
said he would ignore the attack. 


PROXMIRE TOLD the Post-Dispatch 
he hoped the majority leader would be 
present when he continues his campaign 
about Johnson’s domination of the Steer- 
ing and Policy Committees. His next 
speech, expected in about two weeks, 
may be about the Policy Committee. 

At least one speech, Proxmire said, 
is not likely to make him popular with 
his Democratic colleagues. It will be 
about the indifference or apathy of 
Senators who, Proxmire thinks, have 
abdicated their responsibility of living 
up to the party platforms on which they 
have been elected. 

Proxmire is not likely to make much 
progress with his crusade in the over- 
whelmingly Democratic Eighty-sixth Con- 
gress. He claims 10 or 12 colleagues 
have privately congratulated him for 
bringing the subject of Johnson’s domi- 
nation into public view. He says he 
understands why he has not had more 
public support. 

His first speech, he said, has brought 
him more mail than any other he has 
made and it runs 30 to 1 in his favor.’ 
A large batch of the supporting mail, 

he said, had come from Texas.

Proxmire wanted a place on this 
committee because of his advocacy of 
reducing depletion allowances granted 
oil companies in their income tax re- 
turns. Oil depletion allowances are 
close to Johnson’s heart, and Proxmire 
did not endear Himself to the majority 
leader when he forced a roll call on 
proposed reduction last session. 


The Policy Committee is a nine-mem- 
ber group, all appointed by Johnson. It 
was created in 1947 as an offshoot of 
the congressional reorganization law. 
Theoretically, it passes on the extent and 
the timing of proposed legislation. . In 
practice, these decisions are made by 
Johnson after consultations with commit- 
tee chairmen, particularly Senators Carl 
Hayden of Arizona, chairman of Appro- 
priations, and Harry F. Byrd of. Virginia, 
chairman of Finance. 

Proxmire’s criticism of the make-up 
of these organizational committees is 
that “liberals” are not adequately repre- 
sented in comparison with Southerners. 


SO FAR, only three other “liberal” 
Democrats, Senators Paul H. Douglas of 
Illinois, Wayne Morse of Oregon and 
Joseph S. Clark of Pennsylvania, have 
publicly supported Proxmire’s arguments 
against the system that has permitted 
Johnson to use his undoubted skill, 
energy and finesse to become the most 
powerful Senate leader in memory, Re- 
publicans Boise Penrose and Robert A. 
Taft not excepted. 

Proxmire himself acknowledged that 
the Senate and the press regard John- 
son's leadership as a national asset when 
the people want and need leadership. 
He does not want to depose Johnson 
from the four positions he holds by 
Democratic custom. He proposes to im- 
prove the leadership by regular caucuses 
for systematic and comprehensive brief- 
ings so it will formally reflect all seg- 
ments of the party rather than the will 
of a single Senator who is responsible 
only to the voters of Texas. 

“Without a caucus,” he told his col- 
leagues, “we as Democratic Senators 
have immensely stepped up the horse- 
power and speed-of this new stream-

Business Before Sin

of St. Louis stated that Auguste 
Chouteau was the “stepson” of 
the city’s founder, Pierre Laclede 
Liguest, a statement somewhat 
more delicate than the one once 
made, that St. Louis “is a city 
founded on love.”

Madame Chouteau was an ex- 
ceedingly able and proper woman, 
with a canny eye for business, and 
a strictly no-nonsense point of 
view.

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Availability Is Not Enough 

Some of the reasons given by Democratic

tor as a presidential are 
interesting. According to U.S. News and 
World Report, a poll of party leaders showed 
Mr. Symington as the leading candidate, for 
such reasons, among others, as these 

“He’s not a controversial individual.” 

“He’s right geographically. He is accepted 
by the South. He has been a successful busi- 
ness man.” 

“He has good background, a family, is per- 
sonable, hasn't offended anybody.” 

“He has the kind of looks a candidate ought 
to have.” 

“He often votes with the liberals, but he 
does not make speeches offensive to the 
South.” . 

At this stage of the 1960 presidential con- 
test, casual samplings of political opinion do 
not mean much. Between now and convention 
time, first one candidate and then another 
will seem to be the favorite—es among 
the Democrats, with their wide field of possi- 
bilities. The politicians are thinking out loud. 
Their thoughts are heavily influenced by 
what other politicians say, and by which can- 
didates have lately appeared on television, in- 
terviewed Khrushchev, or otherwise come 
to public notice. 

What is significant in the comments noted 
above is the tendency they reveal toward a 
choice based on availability and charm rather 
than positive qualifications for the hardest 
job on earth. A similar tone is observable in 
many comments on Gov. Nelson Rockefeller 
as a Republican candidate. His flashing 
smile and freshness of appeal, especially by 
contrast with the somewhat shopworn Nixon 
personality, are viewed as assets of such great 
value that more relevant factors such as his 
record in Albany can be overlooked. 

But the party leaders who control both of 
next year’s conventions will overlook those 
more relevant factors at their peril. Next 
year’s presidential election will be decided 
by independent voters who are unbound by 
party allegiance, and there is much evidence 
that these voters in 1960 will insist on higher 
qualifications in a candidate than a nice fam- 
ily, a smile or a talent for pleasing everybody. 

Attractive personality traits are, of course, 
assets for a candidate, but the awesome re- 
quirements of the presidency in 1960 and 
beyond demand far more. The low state of 
our national fortunes at the moment makes 
it emphatically clear that effective leadership 
of the free world cannot be delegated, cannot 
be parceled out, cannot be a part-time job, 
and cannot be achieved by personal popularity. 

The traits of character which may make a 
candidate a favorite at the polls are not the 
same as those which can make him an effec- 
tive president at this time of world crisis. 
It will be the task of both party conventions 
to nominate, not “somebody who can win,” but 
somebody who can master the greatest office 
on earth and rally the free world for a fate- 
ful contest with Communism. 

The 1960 election will not be a popularity 
contest. It will be a solemn referendum on 
the capacity of America to produce great lead- 
ership at a time of great crisis. | 

There are 17 months between now and the 
conventions. This is the testing time. It 
may be that all of the candidates presently in 
the field can establish their qualifications for 
the presidency by midsummer of 1960. Or 
candidates now overshadowed may emerge as 
the months go on. It is the role of the inde- 
dependent voter at this stage to keep an open 
mind, watch how the candidates perform in 
specific situations, measure them carefully 
against the exacting requirements of the pres- 
idency—and insist upon positive qualifica- 
tions for world leadership rather than political 
availability as the basic test. 


New Protest Against Indignity 


The National Council of Churches has 
joined those who already have urged Congress 
to knock the loyalty oath requirement out 
of the 1958 National Defense Education Act. 
The Council gave religious reasons for its 
disapproval of the requirement, but it also 
pointed out that the American political sys- 
tem rests on “trust and integrity of its free, 
uncoerced citizens.” 

The Council’s general board repeated the 
warning that “persons genuinely disloyal to 
the United States would not hesitate to sign.” 
That is the trouble with loyalty oaths; they do 
not expose traitors, they merely create a false 
sense of security. They are a gratuitous re- 
flection on the integrity of those asked to 
sign them. Instead of enhancing patriotism, 
they create resentment. 

And there is the risk that potential scien- 
tists who might be of great service to the 
nation will not be trained simply because they 
refuse to submit to this indignity to get a loan 
or grant for study. So self-defeating a provi- 
sion should be killed. 


No Hurry About Glory 


The wisdom of making haste slowly is im- 
pressively demonstrated by the refusal of 
Congress to be hasty in selecting a national 
flower. A good case was made for the rose 
some years ago, and New York’s Senator 
Keating continues to plead for it.

Superior Students in Illinois 


What should the tax-supported school or 
university, which is required to educate 
large numbers, do for students who are 
superior in intellectual ability and equip- 
ment? This is a question which is being pro- 
pounded increasingly at meetings of educa- 
tors and educational boards. Some educa- 
tional institutions have already come to grips 
with it and others are beginning to work on it 
as one of the consequences of Sputnik. 

The University of Illinois trustees have just 
approved special curricular arrangements for 
superior undergraduate students, beginning 
next September. A faculty honors council has 
been set up to accelerate the education of 
those students able to handle work of greater 
difficulty and more maturity. The expecta- 
tion is that three to five per cent of entering 
freshmen will qualify on the basis of high 
school record, performance in tests, recom- 
mendations of principals and interviews. 

The performance of these Edmund James 
scholars—named for one of the leaders in 
public university education who directed the 
growth of the University of Illinois from 1904 
to 1920—will be watched with interest. A 
way has to be found to serve both the su- 
perior and the average at the same time and 
with essentially the same facilities. 


Calm Nerves Needed 


Senator Dirksen of Illinois is quite right 
in advising against a Senate resolution on 
Berlin at this stage. Those who want a show 
of unity to back up a firm stand for Western 
rights undoubtedly are acting from the best 
of motives, but they must remember that tHe 
conduct of foreign policy must perforce rest 
with the President, especially during a time 
of crisis. At such a time it is not wise to force 
upon the President congressional manifesta- 
tions which he has not asked for. 

The time may come when a formu] show 
of unity is desirable, but at the moment what 
is needed most of all are calm nerves and 
unexcited voices. Alarmist cries like Senator 
Dodd’s demand for a 90-day “crash program” 
to alert the people to threatened “disaster” 
in Berlin are not helpful. All of us need to 
think clearly about essentials in this crisis, 
and a clear grasp of reality is not aided by 
uproarious incitations to alarm. 

Nothing encouraging about the state of of- 
ficial and public nerves can be drawn from the 
atmosphere of high excitement generated in 
Washington over the naval boarding of a 
Soviet trawler off the Newfoundland banks. 
Time alone can tell whether the Navy had 
reasonable ground for whatever suspicions 
motivated the order to board the Soviet ship. 
But since any suspicions apparently were dis- 
pelled by the first look around, nothing could 
be gained by blowing up the affair into an 
international “incident.” Causes of tensions 
will probably be numerous enough in coming 
weeks without creating unnecessary ones. 


More Than a Drill Ground 


Robert G. Stewart’s outline of plans for the 
restoration of four historic buildings and 
grounds at the Jefferson Barracks Historical 
Park ought to please everyone who knows the 
place of the former military post in history. 

Grant served there right after his gradu- 
ation from West Point. Young Robert E. Lee 
was assigned and so were other promising 
officers named William Tecumseh Sherman, 
Jefferson Davis, Philip H. Sheridan, Winfield 
Scott Hancock, Albert Sidney Johnston, Brax- 
ton Bragg, Joseph E. Johnson and Wesley 
Merritt.

Jefferson Barracks was much more than 
an encampment of soldiers and a drill ground. 
A maker and shaper of men, it deserves 
grateful remembrance.

If 
every Communist died tonight, there 
would still be this terrible imbalance 
and this fierce determination of the 
disinherited four-fifths to come out 
of their misery, The world will never 
be right until this oppression and 
destitution are corrected. 

But how can we prove that we are 
their friends. 

There is only one thing we can 
do.

If America would mobilize her 
latent resources of compassion to 
save the world, it would be far easier 
than we imagine.

but our charity has not been far- 
sighted or wise. We have been blind 
to the greatest evil in the world—the 
horrible hunger and misery of Asia 
and Africa—because it was so far 
away on the opposite side of the 
planet. 


When the Second World War 
ended we had 18,000 foreign mission- 
aries preaching the Gospel and heal- 
ing the sick—but we had only 20 ag- 
ricultural missionaries for the entire 
world! 

Compare those 20 to the 600 farm 
experts which Michigan University 
sends out to help farmers raise their 
crops in the State of Michigan—al- 


though Michigan farmers already 
raise more than they can sell. Six 
hundred for Michigan—20 for a bil- 
lion farmers in Asia and Africa. 

Under the threat of Communism 
we have improved a little. We now 
have 200 agricultural missionaries, 
and about 100 who devote their time 
to literacy. Point Four has about 
500 agricultural experts in Asia and 
Africa; but, to liquidate illiteracy, it 
has less than 50. That is the tiny 
army of compassion with which we 
are trying to lift a billion illiterates 
out of illiteracy and poverty! 

We must at once change that 
trickle into a river. We must mo- 
bilize an army of Christ-like compas-

I believe America is ready. People 
are frustrated, frightened, bewil- 
dered, disgusted—waiting for leader- 
ship; and I believe that 40 million, 
perhaps 100 million, will see the 
opportunity to do something—if they 
know what to do. If this is true, 
then we the people can save the 


world. So here is a plan which can 
swiftly change our present terrible 
retreat into a glorious victory—if 
40 million people will respond. 

Here is what each of us can do: 
I can ask one hundred of my fellow 
church members to join me in giv- 
ing $1 a week—above our present 
church gifts—to send a technical 
missionary. This will total $5200 a 
year which my church can offer to 
our mission board as a special fund. 
That will cover the salary and ex- 
penses of a missionary to work with 
literacy, journalism, agriculture, 
home crafts, building, or other tech- 
nical skills, which will lift people out 
of poverty and ignorance. 


If I am a student, I can ask my 
fellow students to give twenty-five 
cents a week; 400 of them would 
total $5200—which would enable us 
to have a technical representative 
abroad where the need is greatest. 
This same plan could be worked in 
any club or any community, as a 
budget for saving the world. 


We have all the money we need, 
and all the technical.skill we need. 
Thousands of young college gradu- 
ates are chafing for the chance to go. 
Even more promising is the tremen- 
dous army of people who have re- 
tired from their professions and who 
have the rich experience of a life- 
time of service to contribute, Asia 
and Africa reverence age and do not 
think that a man is worth much until 
his hair is gray. If teams of tech- 
nicians go forth—an old man and a 
young man—one can furnish the 
practical experience and the other 
the leg work. 

If we mobilize our nation for this 
crusade of compassion, we shall no 
longer be on the defensive, fighting 
Communism. We shall be fighting 
the deep, underlying enemies of all 
mankind. 

We have enough scientific knowl- 
edge and technical skill to lift 
the entire human race up out of pov- 
erty and ignorance to a new level. 
Instead of a world of hunger, we 
can have a world of abundance. 
Then America, instead of being sur- 
rounded by a world jealous of our 
wealth and increasingly hostile, will 
find herself the most beloved coun- 
try the world ever saw!

A STORY ABOUT the residents 
of a poor house is not likely to be a 
cheerful one and for reasons that are 
not at all creditable to anyone. Though 
Americans are perhaps more conscien- 
tious in helping the unfortunate than 
the people of most nations, it is still 
true that we prefer to avert our eyes 
from the spectacle of old age and 
poverty. It is surprising, therefore, 
“that a young writer, born in 1932, 
should make a poor house the scene 
of his first novel. It is more surprising 
that his novel could be serious and 
successful without becoming morbid. 

“The Poorhouse Fair,” by John 
Updike, is a superior work in several 
important respects. It presents its 
characters as individuals and it de- 
scribes a conflict’ that arises out of 
«their feeling for their own worth. It 
is also written in a style that reflects 
an understanding of both the sound 
and sense of words. 

"The action takes place in a single 
day, the day of the Fair when the

“The Poorhoulit Pair,” however, is not 
primarily an action story. Its im- 


‘portance lies In its perceptive treat- 


ment of character and attitude. Most 
of the residents regard their prefect, 
Mr. Conner, as a petty tyrant and com- 
pare him unfavorably with his prede- 
cessor. 

Actually Conner is nothing more 
than a symbol of the society which 
has excluded them from its general 
life and reduced them to the status 
of impotent spectators. What they 
crave is not “happiness” but respect 
and everything done for them merely 
emphasizes their plight. Conner doesr 
not understand the basis of their dis- 
content nor would a greater percep- 
tiveness on his part have made much 
difference. Certainly he could not have 
remade the attitudes of society. 


MR. UPDIKE’S NOVEL is not 
a sociological tract; above all it avoids 
the suggestion that more money and 
more expert care would bring to the 
old and the indigent the healing touch 
of compassion. The tragedy of the 
poor lies in the fact of their segrega- 
tion and Mr. Updike reaches the heart 
of the matter by making it clear that 
human dignity dies hard. 


Sometimes it persists in the face 
of every hostile circumstance as in the 
case of Mr. Hook. At the age of 90 
with no one left to share his memories 
or even to write him a letter he is 
nourished by his sense of irony, his 
poetic interpretation of man’s fate and 
his utter fearlessness of approaching 
death. None of the other inmates has 
quite the same integrity, but each as- 
serts his own personality. 

So “The Poorhouse Fair,” after all, 
is a tribute to the life force and a 
memorable commentary on what human 
beings value. Beyond that the author's 
descriptive passages are infused with 
a delicate poetic quality that gives 
depth and breadth to the whole story.

INSTEAD OF a breath-taking ex- 
pose, what does come through is a good 
yarn—worth an evening or two—with 
plenty of action, recognizable types, a 
background that appears romantic, and 
dialogue that is anything but dated.

THE CHURCHILL LIBRARY, consisting that is 
of works both by the great Sir Winston and about him, 
has received some notable additions since last we surveyed 
this particular literary scene. I have tried to count, using 
as my authority that standard work “Twentieth Century 
Authors,” exactly how many separate volumes bearing his 
name as author there have now been. I reached the 
astounding total of 52. The first appeared 61 years ago, 
in 1898. Only Somerset Maugham among living writers 
has a longer record of creative activity. Maugham pub- 
lished his first book in 1897, but then, he is nearly a year 
older than Churchill. 


The latest volume—the fifty-second—is no more than an 
abridgement of an earlier work, but it is sufficiently notable 
as such to bring to the attention of all readers. No work 
more obviously lent itself to abridgement than Sir Winston's 
Nobel prize-winning “The Second World War.” Its six 
volumes——with their celebrated titles, “The Gathering Storm,” 
“Their Finest Hour,” “The Grand Alliance,” “The Hinge 
of Fate,” “Closing the Ring,” “Triumph and Tragedy”— 
which appeared at intervals between 1948 and 1953, con- 
tained 1,250,000 words, and it included much that was 
inserted mainly for the record. 


It is the general reader rather than the professional 
historian’ who will appreciate the abridgement. It has 
been excellently done by Denis Kelly, who assisted Sir 
Winston in preparing the original work. The million and 
a quarter words have been reduced to about 498,000, 
including an epilogue dealing with the years 1945 to 1957. 
The Churchillian prose is still here intact and in all its glory. 


THE EPILOGUE IS, OF COURSE, a brand-new 
chapter written in order to update the original work. In 
it Sir Winston comments on events since 1945 in a tone 
of guarded optimism. Having prognosticated the cold war 
in his celebrated Fulton, Mo., speech of 1946, he now 
sees some hope of an eventual termination of that war 
and of avoidance of an exterminatory war. “The doctrine 
of Communism is slowly being separated from the Russian 
military machine,” he notes. “Nations will continue to 
rebel against the Soviet colonial empire, not because it is 
Communist, but because it is alien and oppressive.” And 
if the Khrushchev dream of ultimate plenty surpassing 
America’s is realized the danger of war, Churchill suggests, 
will pass altogether; the Russian people will prefer to keep 
their paradise than to have it atomized. ¥ 

Sir Winston has high praise for President Truman's 
conduct in the Korean crisis: “His celerity, wisdom and 
courage make him worthy, in my estimation, to be numbered 
among the greatest of American Presidents.” 
OF THE THREE BOOKS ABOUT CHURCHILL 
listed above it is the least of them that holds the greatest 
interest, at any rate for the great horde of future writers, 
and especially of playwrights, who will descend and feed 
upon the rich terrain of this man’s life. The author of 
“My Years with Churchill” was Churchill’s personal servant. 

When a great man is as much a hero to his valet as 
he is to the uninformed rest of us, that is surely as 
impressive a witness to his genuine greatness as any of 
the formally rendered verdicts of history. For historians 
may know what a man did, but only valets really know 
what he was. And Norman McGowan, former A.B. in the 
Royal Navy, says again and again in his simple, informal 
pages that “my Guv'nor” was a man of quite singular 
charm and fascination, yes, even of unusual considerateness— 
all of which made him a most desirable and lovable, even 
though exacting, employer. 

He gives us the intimate picture of Winston both dressed

and undressed, revealing his habits and foibles from ‘thé 
time he awakes and calls for his orange juice until, maybe 
at 2 a.m. he finally calls it a day. We learn of his 
rehearsing his speeches in the bathtub, of his stubborn 
refusal to be on time for meals, of his quite extraordinary 
love of animals, his careful saving of the stubs of his 
cigars for his gardener’s pipe, and a hundred other little 
idiosyncrasies. 

We are also treated to some priceless examples bf 
Winstonian wit and some equally priceless anecdotes. ‘It 
is lively reading, but all in good taste. As I said, any 
future playwright who wants to make Winston as real a 
figure on the stage as Dory Schary made of FDR wil] 
find Norman an indispensable source. 

IT WILL BE A LONG TIME before anything re- 
motely resembling a definitive biography of Churchill 
appears. For the present we must be satisfied with such 
works as Broad’s and Bocca’s, both of which have constder- 
able merits in relating in greater or less detail the plam 


‘facts of this man’s incomparable career—a career with 


scarcely an equal in history for its extreme vicissitudes 
of fortune. His was truly, as the blurb writer of Geoffréy 
‘Bocca’s book says, “a career that ricocheted between triumph 
and calamity.” 

Mr. Broad’s is the first of a igronyalumme life, and jt is 
a revision of an earlier biography which was published jn 
1941. Mr. Broad makes an interesting confession of how: his 
view of his subject hds changed in the meantime: 

“When I set out 25 years ago to write on Churchill - I 
did so with the intention of exposing a demagogue. Hohest 
men, I thought, should know this self-seeking, unscrupulous 
politician for what he was. Such was my thesis, but the 
further I investigated the more insubstantial it was seen 
to be. I had postulated an astute politician guilty of many 
errors. The astuteness of the politician was dubious. The 
figure of the patriot Minister emerged.” 

His style is scarcely equal to that of his great subject, 

being more pedestrian than brilliant, but it’s readable. 
MR. BOCCA’S 1S BY FAR the more lively perform- 
ance. He has had the wit to recognize that Winston's life 
can be as well told in pictures as in words, and so. he 
has included 150 or more illustrations, taken from photo- 
graphs, cartoons and drawings, and all very well reproduced. 
These together with the excellent, fast-moving text--of 
this able young journalist make this a most acceptable, sabia 
recommendable, addition to the Churchill story. 
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Restudy of the Forces Which Produced the Constitution 


WE THE PEOPLE; THE ECONOMIC ORIGINS OF THE 
CONSTITUTION, by Forrest McDonald. (University of 
Chicago Press, 436 pgs., $7.)

IT IS ALTOGETHER POSSIBLE that this pains- 
taking, exhaustive restudy of the forces which produced 
the Constitution of the United States will administer the 
coup de grace to another era of historical interpretation. 
Just as Charles A. Beard, then a young professor of politics 
at Columbia University, in 1913 demolished an age of 
formalistic eulogy of the Founding Fathers when he pub- 
lished “An Economic Interpretation of the Constitution,” 
so the present book appears to provide chapter and verse 
to a growing list of hostile critics of Beard’s own thesis. 

Reacting against what, in his own day, was the fashionable 
view that the Constitution was the near-perfect product of 
the Anglo-Saxon genius for self-government, Professor Beard 
injected the jarring idea that the Founding Fathers were 
motivated less by eternal verities of political science than 
by down-to-earth economic ‘self-interest. Worse, he held 
that in reality the Constitution was a reactionary document, 
the carefully devised handiwork of capitalistic interests— 
loosely, the entrepreneur classes—who, determined to rescue 
property from the threat of attack by popular majorities, 
cleverly managed to formulate and impose the Constitution 
upon the masses of the American people. 


-aeard’s.studywas originally presented somewhat tenta- 
tively and was frankly based upon only partial research. 
But he believed that when a really thorough investigation 
of the sources was made his theory would be confirmed. 
The years went by and no such investigation was made, 
but in the meantime the “Economic Interpretation” took 
on the aspect, not of a suggestion, but of a proved analysis. 
More and more, although bitter controversy raged, Beard's 
underlying theory of class conflict gained headway until it 
colored most of the accounts of the adoption of the 
Constitution. 


IN RECENT. YEARS, HOWEVER—and notably 
since World War Il—a new generation of historians has 
arisen to question the validity of Beard’s famous book. Such 
students as Robert Brown of Michigan State University, 
Oscar Handlin of Harvard, and Frederick Tolles of Swarth- 
more College have sharply criticized both Beard’s methods 
and conclusions. Now, as a climax, comes this thoroughly 
devastating work by McDonald which at last does what 
Beard said should be done; it is a systematic and compre- 
hensive examination of the sources. But the conclusions 
are not those that Beard anticipated. 


Actually this book is much more than its title indicates. 
Far from being merely a study of economic forces, it is 
an amazingly detailed state-by-state compilation of the host 
of influences—political, social, geographic, historical as well 
as economic—which shaped the Constitution-making era. 
And from this welter of material—expertly handled—emerge 
two general conclusions, one positive and one negative. 

Negatively, the Beardian thesis that the Constitution 
was “put over” on the masses of the American people by 
the clever management of a cohesive, self-conscious capi- 
talistic minority simply does not stand up. Both in the 
Philadelphia convention itself and in the subsequent state 
ratifying conventions the entrepreneur class is shown to 
have been almost evenly divided, some for and some against 
the Constitution and its key economic clauses. Moreover, 
far from being opposed to the- Constitution, as Beard 
suggests, the masses—that is, the preponderant small-farmer 
element of the population—in a number-of states were 
instrumental in securing its approval. 


POSITIVELY, AND MORE IMPORTANT, 
McDonald's study clearly shows that in any case no 
simple, over-all “explanation” of the Constitution or its 
adoption is possible. A manifold number of causes—both 
economic and non-economic—must be considered and, fur- 
thermore, no single force or set of forces, economic or 
otherwise, will do for the 13 states generally. The situation 


“in each state must be analyzed separately, no two being 


alike. In short, due to the very nature of the sprawling 
new nation, which was essentially a congeries of distinct 
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localities, only a pluralistic approach in any way could 
produce a satisfactory study of the period. 

And what of Mr. Beard? It seems, despite McDonald's 
rejection of the old master’s thesis as such, that one can 
still note a strong Beardian influence. For, like his great 
predecessor, McDonald, too, approaches the problem as 
one which may best be explained in terms of the practical 
needs, interests, prejudices, ambitions of a people in the 
throes of establishing a nation. The Founding Fathers; as 
Beard brought out long ago, were not demigods but able 
men of affairs seeking to solve practical problems Af 
government. And, no doubt, were healive today, .Mr. 
Beard would not object to the dismissal of his main thesis. 
As a believer in historical relativism, he would probably 
agree that his explanation, like the one before it, had seen 
its day. As he himself said, each generation must inevitably 
write history anew.

John Richardson Concerned at Trend Towards “Decoration”

: Richardson was in St. Louis for 
several days recently, in the course 
of travelling research on portraits by 
Picasso—the subject for a major book 
that is taking him on a long tour of 
ert. centers. An excellent man, it 
seemed, to sound out on the subject of 
the Great Debate: Whither contemp- 
orary art? 

AS.1T HAPPENED, Richardson 
bad recently visited the season's biggest 
sampling of modern art—the Pittsburgh 
International Exhibition of Contemp- 
orary Painting and Sculpture at the 
Carnegie Institute. At this show, 367 oil 
paintings and 127 sculptures were on 
view, with 31 nations represented. Most 
of the entries and all the prize-winning 
works were abstractions. Antoni Tapies 
of Barcelona won the $3000 painting 
first prize with a work titled “Painting,” 
and Alexander Calder won the top prize 
of the same amount in sculpture with 
an Immense aluminum and tron mobile 
titled “Pittsburgh.” 

“This was a beautiful and enterpris- 
Ing show,” Richardson said. “It was 
extremely well hung. That may be one 
reason why it seemed to be more deco- 
ration than anything else. The works 
on the walls didn’t make much sense 
as easel paintings, but instead seemed 
to strike the eye as decorative and 
elegant ideas. 

*'“The Tapies painting makes perfect 
sense if you think of it as meant to be 
hung up behind a bar or something 
of the sort. I found this to be the case 
throughout the show—the feeling that 
so’ many of the works amounted to dec- 
orative accents. 

“Abstract painting has been spoken 
of as being like background music, but 
that doesn’t seem to be in its favor. 
At the Carnegie, they were playing 
background music softly through loud- 
speakers, a Gershwin sort of music that 
seemed to go perfectly with the ex- 
tremely pretty and decorative paintings, 
which would go so well on the walls 
of a lounge or a bar. 

“In fact, I didn’t feel as though I was 
in an art gallery, but in some avant 
garde hotel lobby.” 

“Are you opposed to abstract paint- 
ing, as a style?” 

“1 AM NOT AGAINST non-objec- 
tive painting in principle, far from it,”

Richardson said. “The tragedy is that so 
few paintings break through this popu- 
lar, pretty sort of thing that keeps re- 
minding me of Andre Kostelanetz sooth- 
ing syrup, to do something profound 
and meaningful. 

“At the Carnegie, it was very evident 
when somebody had done this, and these 
few made the rest look all the more 
strikingly like mere decorations. It is 
interesting that a good many of the 
painters in this show turn cut to be 
former decorators, or commercial art- 
ists or architects. I think that helps 
explain the trend.” 

“What is your idea as to why painters 
are not more concerned with realism?” 

“There is absolutely no theme in mod- 
ern life that artists can paint. Re- 
ligion is no longer the meaningful 
theme that it once was, and so much of 
the religious art done today is nothing 
but a reworking of the symbolism 
handed down from the times when re- 
ligion was a vital force in art. If an 
artist doesn’t feel a religious force, he 
can’t paint it. 

“To my mind, a painting has to be 
an exceedingly concentrated visual ex- 
citement. If the trend continues towards 
pretty background art, of which we are 
pleasantly aware without being in any 
way moved by it or personally con- 
cerned with it, the artist is in danger 
of suddenly finding himself looked upon 
as nothing but an interior decorator,

and if that is the way he paints, that is 
what he will be.” 


RICHARDSON HAD warm praise 
for the quality of collections in the St. 
Louis City Art Museum and in private 
homes here. 

“I think that nowhere outside New 
York are there so many young, active 
and imaginative collectors,” he said. 
“On the East Coast, paintings are often 
treated like framed banknotes, but out 
here you find collectors with a passion 
to know all about the artists whose 
works they buy, and who buy with real 
discrimination.” 

The job of gathering material on 
portraits by Picasso has developed into 
a project of unexpected dimensions. 
The artist kept no records as to the 
subjects of his figures in paintings, 
sculptures, ceramics and collages, now 
scattered far and wide, so identifying 
each one is an important phase of the 
enterprise. 

Richardson is in frequent touch with 
Picasso and Georges Braque, who col- 
laborated closely as pioneers in the 
Cubist movement and then went their 
separate ways. Now they see each other 
about once a year, and in the meantime 
Braque never fails to ask Richardson 
how Picasso is, and Picasso asks him 
how Braque is. 

“Like a divorced couple keeping in 
touch through a mutual friend,” said 
Richardson. 


Its National Opera 


Kirsten Flagstad in New Role—as Director of the Company

OSLO, Norway. 


NORWAY’S FIRST permanent, 


state-supported opera company, which 
récently gave its first performance, 
possibly has the most famous director 
in the world. She is Kirsten Flagstad, 
Wagnerian soprano who undoubtedly is 
the greatest musician Norway has pro- 
duced since Grieg. 

““As director of the Norwegian Opera 
she has little time for anything else 
and the only singing she has done re- 
eently was at benefit concerts. 


*-Miss Flagstad’s great reputation was 
résponsible for her appointment, and it 
was criticized on grounds that she had 
sad very little administrative experi- 
ence. But all doubts were dispelled on 
opening night; one could see the com- 
pany was in very capable hands. 

Prior to this, opera in Norway has 
been confined to sporadic performances 
in theaters and to short-lived companies 
supported’ by private groups. Because 
of political domination first by Den- 
mark and then by Sweden, Norway had 
no court life and hence no sponsors 
for opera in the early eighteenth century 
when most of Europe’s opera houses 
were built. The opening of the new 
opera was a very important event. 

Present were His Majesty King Olav 
the fifth, the Norwegian Premier, Sec- 


- retary of State, Oslo’s Mayor, Parlia- 


ment representatives and visiting of- 
ficials from opera houses of the other 
Scandinavian countries. 

Miss Flagstad opened the program 

with a welcoming address. Alfred Maur- 
stad, a well-known Norwegian actor, 
read a poem specially written for the 
occasion by Aslaug Vaa. 
THE OPERA PERFOMED at 
this grand premier was D’Albert’'s 
“Tiefland,” which was selected by Miss 
Flagstad because she made her debut 
in it, in 1913. 

Following a career in Scandinavia 
Miss Flagstad married and retired tem- 
porarily. When she resumed public ap- 
pearances she took up the Wagnerian 
roles that made her famous. She sang 
her first Isolde in “Tristan and Isolde” 
here in Oslo at the National Theater 
in 1932, but Oslo has never had the 


had the chance to hear her perform 
because she has travelled throughout 
Norway for many years and has sung 
in schools and churches in an effort 
to bring music to her people. After 
the current Oslo season of 100 per- 
formances, the company will make an 
intensive tour of Norway. For although 
the opera is at Oslo, the company is 
supported by tax money from all of 
Norway, and Miss Flagstad and the 
other directors feel that everyone should 
have a chance to see what they have 
paid for. 

THE COMPANY HAS DRAWN 
singers from all over Europe. Opening 
performance laurels went to the excel- 
lent Norwegian golden tenor Bjarne 
Buntz, who also is a fine actor. The 
only outstanding performance was that 
of Karin Marie Flagstad, Kirsten Flag- 
stad’s sister. The younger Flagstad, 
who has a warm, rich voice and is an 
experienced actress, also translated the 
opera into Norwegian. 


The orchestra was a disappointment. 
It was too small and mediocre in 
quality. 

Sets were designed by Janos Horvath, 
Hungarian scene designer who died re- 
cently, and completed by his widow, a 
Danish painter. 

The opera was hardly a finished 
product, but the ensemble is_ well- 
trained and it is reasonable to believe 
that standards will improve. Other 
operas to be presented this season are 
Carl Mari von Weber’s “Der Freischutz” 
and Johann Strauss’s “A Night in 
Venice.” 

The musical life in Norway is un- 
usually organized because of the con- 
siderable distances between cities. Many 
small cities have their own private 
opera groups which give one or two 
amateur performances every year. Also, 
leading theaters in cities other than 
Oslo have opera performances annually. 
Those in Bergen, for example, are fam- 
ous. This year the offering is Tschai- 
kowsky’s “Eugene Onegin.” 
PROFESSIONAL orchestras are 
the Osle Philharmonic, the Bergen Har- 
monium (Grieg was conductor of both 
of these at one time); the Radio orches- 
tra and the new opera orchestra, which 
formerly was the National Theater or- 


chestra. Amateur and semi-professional .

The best known composer in Norway 
is Harald Saeverup. His most recent 
work is the “Minnesota Symphony,” 
which he wrote for the Minnesota Cen- 
tennia] last May. He is noted for his 
music to “Peer Gynt,” which many 
artists believe is more suitable to the 
mood of irony that Ibsen set up in his 
work than the romantic music of Grieg. 
Other well known composers whose 
works are played in America are Klaus 
Egge and Gerd Tveit. 

One can ‘almost say Norway is a 
pianist’s country. The best known are 
Robert Riefling and Ivar Johnsen. 

Norway has produced a number of 
great singers who usually go abroad for 
their careers. The last of these is 
Ase Nordmo-Lovberg, a lovely ash 
blond sopano who sang with the Metro- 
politan Opera this year for the first 
time.

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Classical Records

THE TWO SETS of Slavonic Dances by Antonin Dvorak 
hold a rightful place of honor among the musical works 
that have elevated the folk spirit to the level of art. The 
two suites, Opus 40 and Opus 70 are played by the Minne- 
apolis Symphony Orchestra under Antal Dorati, in a way 
that emphasizes their motor rhythms. In some instances— 
particularly in Opus 70—the dances have greater possibilities 
of a poetic nature than Mr. Dorati exploits. (Mercury, 
Monaural, two records in album:) The fourth side is devoted 
to excerpts from Smetana’s “The Bartered Bride.” 

The widespread supposition that composers of art music 
are rarely appreciated while they are alive or that such 
works as become immediately popular are trivial, is dis- 
proved in this instance. The Slavonic Dances had a wide 
contempory circulation both in piano and orchestral versions 
and they are well regarded today. Dvorak was steeped in the 
folk music of his native Bohemia, and his melodic invention 
was such that he could employ any of the several dance 
forms with maximum effectiveness. These dances are pro- 
fusely lyrical and warm in color. 

The dances in Opus 40 are, for the most part, exuberant 
in spirit. Some of those in Opus 70 are rather subdued. 


A NEW RECORDING of the Brahm’s Symphony No. 
1 in C Minor with Jascha Horenstein conducting is beautifully 
modeled in all movements and wholly successful in producing 
a rich, poetic eloquence. The Symphony Orchestra of the 
Southwest German Radio does not sound like a first-rate 
instrument but its discipline is evident in its precisive play- 
ing. In general Mr. Horenstein uses tempi that permits a 
maximum articulation as well as the depth and breadth that 
are consonant with a monumental reading. In this frame 
of reference the pace at the opening of the allegro non 
troppo in the last movement seems a little fast and not 
strongly enough contrasted with the energetic repetition of 
the theme which follows. (Vox, Stereophonic, one record.) 


GLENN GOULD, the young Canadian, is better known 
for his performances of standard works, as are most pianists 
for that matter. His wide ranging intellect places all 
music within the scope of his interest, however, so it should 
not be surprising to encounter his recording of works by 
Alban Berg, Schoenberg and Krenek. The Berg Sonata 
Opus 1, is the most accessible and, in my opinion, the best 
work of the three recorded. 

This sonata is well organized formally and despite its 
atonal character is essentially romantic in its emotional con- 
notations. No listener can justly complain that it is aimless. 
Krenek’'s Sonata No. 8 is also soundly formulated but I find 
its content rather dry. The “Three Piano Pieces, Opus II” 
are static and impressionistic. The first could easily be called 
“Reflects dans |’Eau” or some such title without being too 
far from the mark. Gould plays them all with concentration 
and beauty of tone. He is particularly successful with the 
Berg Sonata. Even though this is a monaural recording the 
piano sound has an excellent depth and sonority when played 
through two speaker units. (Columbia, Monaural, one record.) 


INGRID HAEBLER and Ludwig Hoffman have begun 
a series of piano works written for four hands beginning with 
four Mozart Sonatas: G Major, K.357, D Major K.381, C 
Major K.191 and B-Flat Major, K.358. After completing the 
Mozart sonatas in this form they will go on to Schubert and 
several other composers. 

The four-hand works for one piano had never been per- 
formed publicly in recent years until Badura-Skoda and 
Jorge Demus did so recently. The general assumption that 
the Mozart four-hand sonatas are not important enough for 
professional recitals is hardly valid. Some of the four-hand 
works, like the solo sonatas, are small and narrow in their 
emotional range. Others, such as the B-Flat Major in this set, 
are mature, beautiful and ingeniously worked out. 

The reproductions of this recording are a little hard “in 

sound, which suggests that the sound does not hang long 
enough to get the fusion that the performers probably wanted. 
(Vox, Monaural, one record.) 
ARTUR RUBINSTEIN and the RGA-Victor Symphony 
Orchestra conducted by Joseph Krips have produced a be- 
guiling performance of the Schumann Piano Concerto despite 
several defects. The music flows in broad poetic sentences 
and in justly controlled tempi. The partnership of piano and 
orchestra is not always distinguished for its “togetherness.” 
In the second movement, particularly, at the point where 
the orchestra has the top line, the conductor and soloist 
operate separately for a while. Rubinstein’s tone is stil! 
beautiful though the reproduction does not meet the standard 
of recent RCA-Victor records. (RCA-Victor, Monaural, one 
record.) 


A NEW VERSION of Ravel’s “Bolero” recorded by 
the New York Philharmonic Orchestra under the direction of 
Leonard Bernstein is likely to supplant all others for the 
moment. Its steady, insistent tempo is combined with a 
beautiful crescendo that extends through the whole piece 
and vividly realized coloring. The stereophonic recording, of 
course, enhances all of its qualities. Not as much can be said 
of the same composer’s “Rapsodie Espagnole” and “La 
Valse.” The tempos are too contrived. If the many and ex- 
treme changes of pace which Mr. Bernstein introduces into 
“La Valse” are valid this is a much worse piece than I 
had thought. (Columbia, Stereophonic, one record.)

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POLISH REDS 
TOMEET SOON, NO 
TROUBLE LIKELY

WARSAW, Feb. 28 (UPI)— 
Poland's Communists méet on 
March 10 under the firm hand 
of Wladyslaw Gomulka to 
chart the country’s next steps 
along its “moderate road to so- 
cialism.” 

The third congress of the 
Polish united workers (Com- 
munist) party was three years 
overdue. The fact that it is 
finally about to meet was a 
clear indication that Gomulka 
and his fellow-moderates feel 
they need no longer fear the 
party’s Stalinist right-wingers, 
or its “revisionists” who want 
to push further along the road 
to democratic liberalization. 

The congress agenda was 
drawn up to steer the dele- 
gates from the dangerous shal- 
lows of political and ideologi- 
eal discussions. Poles said 
there was, every indication it 
would be “an economic con- 


, gress,” in the same pattern as 


the recently-ended twenty- 
first Soviet Communist party 
congress, which Gomulka at- 
tended. 

Five-Year Plan. 

The center piece of the con- 

ess will be the ambitious 
ive-year plan which starts in 
1961 aimed at “raising the 
standard of living of the popu- 
lation and reducing the dis- 
tance dividing Poland from the 
most economically - advanced 
countries of Europe.” 

The plan calls for a 45 per 
cent increase in investment in 
a new attempt at industrializa- 
tion of this basically-agricul- 
tural country. The party plan- 
ners hope to send industrial 
productions zooming 50 per 
cent in five years. The con- 
current rural policy plan, 
which foresees steady pressure 
on farmers to leave their 
small-holdings and_ reinstate 
collective farms, calls for a 
20 per cent production hike by 
1965. 

Poland’s foreign relations 
policy—now anchored firmly 
to that of the other countries 
ot the Communist bloc—is ex- 
pected to recei little atten- 
tion. 

The agenda is made up of 
discussion of the reports of 
the ruling central committee 
and of the central control com- 
mission—a sort of audit con- 
trol bureau—the industrial and 
agricultural plans, party statute 
amendments, and election of 
the new central committee and 
control commission. 

Election of Delegates. 

The 1450 delegates were 
elected in January and Febru- 
ary on tite basis of one to each 
750 pass” members.

Spring Advances in Lawn, Garden 


Grounds, Though Air Stays Cool: 


Time to Plant Here Soon 


By VIRGIL G. BAKER 
Post-Dispatch Garden Editor 


There haven't been many 
days so far this year that have 
felt like spring, but the sea- 
son’s beginning by the calen- 
dar is only three weeks away. 
Moreover, activity in the 
ground appears to be ahead of 
the calendar; so it is a good 
thing there hasn’t been too 
much warmth from overhead. 
Too much of spring too soon 
would bring a quick rush of 
growth above ground, and the 
possibility of freeze-back. For 
the first normal frost-free date 
is more than two months away 
- «, May 10. 

Daffodils in protected areas 
already have poked their 
spikes an inch or so above 
ground, Peony seeds in open 
ground have sprouted and the 
plants are pushing the little 
black hulls off of themselves. 
Mums, which set their buds 
last fall, are beginning to swell 
with new growth. In many 
places, the maples, golden for- 
sythia, lilacs and other orna- 
mentals begin to indicate sea- 
sonal awakening. Tulips, pe- 
onies and other early-blooming 
bulb and perennial plants are 
ready to push above the sur- 
face most any day. 

Because the old year (1958) 
failed to act its age so late 
into the fall, gardeners and 
householders are going to find 
considerable damage in some 
places to the late fall growth. 
Many broadleafed evergreens, 
rose canes that were not cut 
back, and other ornamentals 
have suffered winter burn or 
have been killed, Many roses, 
particularly hybrid teas, will 


have to be cut back to ground 
level, or at least to the top of 
mulch with which plants were 
hilled up. Climbing and pillar 
roses appear not to have been 
hurt, however. 


Many St. Lousans who may 
get away from the city at this 
time of year already are plan- 
ning to have a look at the 
famous gardens of the south- 
land, where spring already is 
far advanced. At Mobile, Ala- 
bama’s famous azaleas already 
are blooming, In the Carolinas, 
the camellias already attract 
visitors. Many a historic south- 
ern garden tour is scheduled 
in April. 

Every year, it seems, more 
and more St. Louis gardeners 
endeavor to bring more of the 
flambouyant beauty of the 
southland into the St. Louis 
area. But, it’s a risky business. 
Much plant life that is hardy 
even as far north as Memphis 
and southeastern Missouri, 
may prove not to be hardy 
here. 

The St. Louis a suffers 
too many sudden ®hanges of 
weather conditions in autumn, 
winter and spring, and too 
many years of long drouth 
periods in summer. 

Most of the vegetation suit- 
able to sub-tropic areas that 
is brought into this area would 
not mind the summer heat, 
if there were just enough 
moisture to go along with it; 
and many items of such vege- 
tation could better survive 
through the winters if the 
changes that occur came about 
more gradually. 

Things that keep on growing 
too late into the fall fail to 
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FP 


mature or ripen sufficiently to 
withstand sudden, deep cold. 
In the spring, many types of 
plants get a start too early and 
freeze back ... In some years 
as late as the very early days 
of May. Some plants suffer 
from heaving of the soil caused 
by alternate thaw and freeze. 
Apricot trees bloom here too 
early, almost every year; and 
some ornamentals are prone 
to do so. 


Never-the-less, the hardy 
and venturesome gardener, no 
less than the novice who goes 
blindly ahead, will endeavor to 
make the St. Louis area bloom 
like the Old South. Such ven- 
turing is not entirely without 
merit, for many a St. Louis 
area home is the more attrac- 
tive for a display of magnolia 
blossoms, azaleas and a host of 
broadleaf evergreens. 

The first order of business 
is to have a look at the garden 
tools. Were they put away 
clean? Are they sharp and 
ready for use? The early days 
of March can be used to sharp- 
en spades, shovels, hoes, mow- 
er blades and small hand tools. 
Tighten handles. Tighten nuts 
and bolts on more complicated 
equipment. Be sure power 
tools are properly oiled and 
adjusted. Once the green starts 
to come back, it will be upon 
the gardener before he realizes. 
Then the tools will be put to 
work without proper prepera- 
tion, or with hasty recondi- 
tioning scarcely adequate. 

The next order of business is 
lawn and garden clean up. 
Even though a _ considerable

Cottage Apartments 
Built for Elderly 


A four-unit garden apartment 
building, designed with elderly 
couples in mind, has been 
erected at 1301 South Floris- 
sant, Cool Valley. It is the first 
of 20 structures proposed to be 
erected on the 15-acre grounds 
of the Hilltop House, an ac- 
credited nursing home operated 
by Dr. John G. McSwiney. 

The project is not for per- 
sons who are ill, though im- 
mediate nursing or medical 
help would be available at any 
time; for each dwelling unit is 
to have a call-button connec- 
tion with the nursing home. 

The first building is only 60 
feet from the nursing home, 
though others are to be more 
distant. There will be a buf- 
fer strip and a parking area 
between the nursing home and 
the apartments group. The 
apartments are to have lawn 
areas and small garden plots 
for flowers and a few vege- 
tables, should residents want 
them. : 

Each building is to have a 
screened porch, accessible to 


the residents of its four dwell- 


ing units. Two of the apart- 
ments in each building are to 
be very compact units, two of 
them a little larger. 

The structure was designed 
by Herbert Wahlmann and R. 
C. Hafner, architect-engineer 
team. The Nathan Wolff Con- 
struction Co. has built the first 
one and will do the others for 
Dr. McSwiney, if they attract 
residents. 

Eplaining what has been un- 
dertaken, the architect said: 

“A recognized community 
and national problem is that of 
providing adequate, properly 
designed and located housing 
at reasonable cost for the grow- 
ing number of senior citizens. 
“he senior citizen considered 
—are is one who probably has 
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reached the age of retirement 
and receives a small, steady in- 
come from one or more of sev- 
eral sources—pensions, retire- 
ment funds, social security, an- 
nuities or the children. These 
are people who are still cap- 
able and desirous of living a 
full and rounded life. They 
are discriminating, apprecia- 
tive, and enjoy the privacy and 
simple quiet pleasures appro- 
priate to their station in life. 
However, they do not want, 
and in many casgg@s, are no 
longer capable of Woping with 
problems imposed by multi- 
level apartment living or the 
many headaches of individual 
home ownership. The com- 
panionship.of people their own 
age is also uppermost in their 
inds. 

“This is, briefly, a cross sec- 
tion of the problem which was 
put to the architects for con- 
sideration in the design of the 
Hilltop House cottage units. 
Therefore, Hilltop House c¢ 
tage units are unlike the-tisual 
multi-family type dwelling in 
appearance as well as in oper- 
ation for they were designed 
especially with the _ typical 
senior citizen in mind, the 
architectural solution of which 
may be described as follows: 

“Basically the building con- 
sists of four very compact and 
easy-to-care-for living units. 
Two have a single bedroom; 
living, dining and kitchenette 
areas and bath; and two are 
studio type, with combination 
living-sleeping area, dining 
kitchenette and bath. One unit 
of each size is at either side 
of a centrally located utility 
area that has laundry and stor- 
age facilities. | 

“The architects have planned

FHA said the new code of 


construction rules, to be ap- 
plied in approving new dwell- 
ings for mortgage insurance, 


" may be used at the option of 
* builders between the two dates. 


The 300-page revision and 


ir eodification of housing stand- 


ards provides for greater flex- 
ibility in design, permits the 
use of some newly developed 
materials, requires that houses 
provide greater storage space, 
permits inside kitchens and 
bathrooms if mechanically ven- 
tilated, and provides other re- 
visions in approved dwelling 
design. 

FHA Commissioner Julian 
H. Zimmerman said many 
builders and materials manu- 
facturers have asked permis- 
sion to use the new standards 
as soon as possible. 

On the other hand, some pre- 
fabricators and large builders 
who schedule their design and 
planning far in advance of ac- 
tual construction have asked 
for a delayed effective date to 
permit them to adjust their 
operations. 

Builders who wish to use the 
new codé in the April-May- 
June period, Zimmerman said, 
must use either the old stand- 
ards in their entirety or the 
new standards exclusively. Us- 
ing part of the old rules with 
the new will not be accept- 
able. 

However, the new standards 
may be applied on some houses 
in a development even though 
the builder continues to use 
the old code on others in the 
development.

Federal Savings and 
Loan Association, said he felt 
that “increasing pressures for 
greater federal spending on 
urgent programs like ballistic 
missiles and urban renewal. is 
persuading Congress to reduce 
outlays on housing that can be 
financed by private institu- 
tions.” 

But, he said “every savings 
and loan manager has a duty 
and responsibility to join in a 
vigorous fight against inflation 
and particularly inflation that 
is spawned by subsidies in the 
housing field.” 

The National League official 
told the conference: “One of 
the best ways to help in this 
campaign is by stepping up 
your lending operations on 
homes in the middle and lower 
price ranges. This is the big 
housing area that is the target 
of government subsidy. 

“We may not be able to 
eliminate entirely the subsidy 
in this area but certainly a 
strong effort by our industry 
in this direction will help to 
reduce pressures and demands 
for government aid for the 
lower and middle price range 
home.” 


Minimize Downturn. 

WASHINGTON, D.C.—James 
E. Bent, president of the Na- 
tional League of Insured Sav- 
ings Associations, said here 
that modernization of home fi- 
nancing operations could help 
to minimize economic down- 
turns in the United States. 

Bent made the statement in 
connection with the openin 
last Monday of the Nation 
League’s annual legislative con- 
ference. The two-day meeting 
was attended by approximately 
‘100 savings and loan officials 
from all sections of the nation.

Dr. Marshall Was Ditch Digger and Mill Worker Before Turning to Ministry 


THE REV. DR. PETER 
MARSHALL had a colorful 
career, which included jobs 
as a steel mill worker, ditch 
digger, and newspaper em- 
pleye. Born in Scotland in 
1902, he attended the Coat- 
bridge Mechanical and Tech- 
nical College, working his 
way through school as a 
machinist in the steel mills 
there. After 11 years as a 
mill worker he quit, and in 
1927 he came to the United 
States. Before beginning his 
theological studies in this 
country, he dug ditches in 
New Jersey and worked as a 
circulation department em- 
ploye of a’ newspaper. He 
then studied at Columbia 
Theological Seminary in De- 
catur, Ga., receiving his 
bachelor of divinity degree 
-. _ He was ordained in 


DR. PETER MARSHALL 


In 1937, he was named 
pastor of the New York 


: 


Avenue Church (Lincoln's 
church) in Washington. He 
was appointed Chaplain of 
the Senate in 1947, one of 
the youngest men and the 
only naturalized American 
citizen ever to hold this post. 
He died unexpectedly of a 
heart attack in Washington 
in 1949. 

Mrs. Marshall, daughter 
of a Presbyterian minister, 
was born in Johnson City, 
Tenn. 

From the time she was 10 
until she went to college, 
she lived in Keyser, W. Va. 
Her interests as she grew 
up were always writing, 
piano lessons, tennis, and 
tramping the mountains of 
the eastern panhandle of 
West Virginia. 

She attended Agnes Scott 
College in Decatur, Ga. 
During these years she met

the Rev. Mr. Marshall. They 
became engaged in June

1936, and were married in 
the First Presbyterian 
Church of Keyser, W. Va., 


Nov. 4, the same year. In 
January.»1940 Peter John 
Marshall was born. 


Mrs. Marshall took an ac- 
tive part in church affairs, 
and she enjoyed helping her 
husband with the details on 
some writings for the Board 
of Christian Education for 
the Presbyterian Church, in- 
cluding a Bible study en- 
titled, “The Mystery of the 
Ages,” and several issues of 
the devotional magazine ‘“To- 
day.” 


Mrs. Marshall still lives in 
Washington, D.C., where she 
edited The First Easter and 
is currently working on a 
new book which she hopes 
to have ready for publica- 
tion in 1960.

PROGRESS usually has 
more enemies than friends at 
first, and such was the case 
with the steam engine, 


ated—for factory use and for © 


railroad or ship propulsion, 
there was resistance to steam 
fire engines, Here the objec- 
tion was not on 
religious, safety, or esthetic 
grounds. The volunteer fire- 
men and their numerous ad- 
mirers could, perhaps subcon- 
sciously, see a threat to their 
way of life. Longer than almost 
anyone else, firemen resisted 
the industrial revolution. 


The first completely success- 
ful steam fire engine in Amer- 
ica was designed in 1852 by 
Alexander B. Latta of Cincin- 
nati. His steamer ran under its 


It could throw a stream five 
minutes after the boiler was 
fired, but four study horses 
were needed to get the engine 
out of its house. 


Now that a practical steam 
fire engine was available, the 
replacement of the inefficient 
old hand-pumping equipment 
seemed logical. But there was 
an almost insurmountable 
rier, Firemen would 
nothing to do with the 
squirt,” as they derisively 
called the steam pumper. And 
the volunteer firemen were too 
numerous, too politically 
potent, to antagonize. In vain 
did the insurance com 
and well-informed businessmen 
quote statistics as to the in- 
finitely greater efficiency of 
steam power over human 
muscle. 


But it was more than a mat- 
ter of statistics. The volunteers 
were not a segment of the pop- 
ulation that could be ignored. 
It was a day when the 
strength, the courage and the 
persistence of American man- 
hood were deemed to be a 
combination that could conquer 
any force. 

Merchant princes and clerks, 
professional men and loafers, 
artists and artisans, students 
and retired soldiers threw aside 
whatever they were doing as 
soon as the alarm bells 
sounded. Until exhausted, they 
would man the pumps of their 
flimsy “masheens,” or they 
would plunge into smoke-filled 
buildings to perform feats of 
prodigious bravery. Such he- 
roic public benefactors could 
not be lightly shunted aside for 
a grotesquely puffing iron mon- 
ster. 


The men worked without 
compensation and almost with- 
out supervision. The commun- 
ity that did not pay its fire- 
men was scarcely in position to 
discipline them. 


The consequences of lack of 
discipline were compounded by 
other elements. It was a sign 
of professional prestige to get 
to the fire ahead of rival com- 
panies, and adversaries were 
prevented from getting to the 
scene too rapidly by “acci- 
dents.” Men who loved to brawl 
found that the fire department 
offered unbounded possibilities: 
opportunities to fight with po- 
licemen, shopkeepers who were 
too stingy about sharing their 
stocks, or, best of all, other 
firemen. 


Every alarm of fire be- 
came a grand, noisy adven- 
ture. The shouts of the fire- 
men, the exuberant ringing 
of bells, the sounds of hu- 
man conflict worried respect- 
able citizens. Equipment 
often was pulled along the 
sidewalks to the peril of pe- 
destrians and merchandise. 
It was not unusual for a 
building to burn to the 
ground while two or more 
companies of firemen battled 
te see who should use the 
nearest hydrant or cistern, 


The need for a professional, 
well-disciplined fire depart- 
ment of trained experts was 
realized at the same time that

Galloping 
the Fire’ 


the need for powerful, efficient 
steamers was seen. Cincinnati 
was the city that was courage- 
ous and farsighted enough to 
recognize that both problems 
could be met with the same so- 
lution. 

After a particularly bad 
street brawl, during the course 
of which a building burned to 
the ground, the Cincinnati city 
council voted to have a paid 
fire department of selected 
mén, the selection to be on the 
basis of virtues other than 
ellicosity. When delegations 
of irate smoke-eaters invaded 
the council chambers, it was 
timidly explained that the city 
was about to purchase an ex- 
pensive, fragile steamer, and 
this equipment could be in- 
trusted only to trained techni- 
cians. 


On April 1, 1853, the 
United States’ first paid fire

department went into service. 
As chief, the city wisely 
chose one of the mightiest 
brawlers of the volunteer 
system. The first alarm that 
was answered by the profes- 
sionals found the discarded 
volunteers ready. Two hun- 
dred and fifty men attacked 
the new civil servants. But 
the wily chief had his own 
musclemen and friends on 
the alert, too, and in 20 min- 
utes the dissidents were 
routed. Then the steamer, 
“Uncle Joe Ross,” went to 
work on what was left of the 
fire. 


Though the first Lotta steam- 
ers were big and clumsy, they 
were successful, and _ that 
sounded the knell for volunteer 
firemen in the cities. The 
skilled technicians necessary 
to service the steamers could 
not be provided under the old 


system of “first men there 
handle the pumps.” This color- 
ful, self-sacrificing phase of 
American life fell before prog- 
ress. 

What indignant citizens and 
public officials could not do to 
abolish an _ institution, the 
steamer quickly effected. 

But there were compensa- 
tions for this loss of the spec- 
tacular volunteer organization. 

The chief engineer of the 
fire department of Cincinnati 
reported in 1854: “Under the 
present control the engine 
houses are no longer nurseries 
where the youth of the city are 
trained in vice, vulgarity and 
debauchery. The Sabbath day 
is no longer desecrated by the 
yells and fierce conflicts of 
rival fire companies, who 
sought the occasion offered by 
false alarms, often gotten up 
for the purpose of making bru- 
tal assaults upon each other;

In other communities, prog- 
ress was slower. In 1855 Lee 
& Larned, manufacturers, 
placed two steamers at the 
disposal of New York City, 
but the firemen petitioned the 
City Council to reject the 
‘engines. That year a hand- 
pumper of the largest size 
called ‘““The Mankiller,” had a 
contest with a Latta steamer in 
City Hall Park. The steamer 
pumped water 182 feet, hori- 
zontally, through four lengths 
of hose; but the hand pumped 
stream reached 189 feet. To 
most of the wildly cheering 
firemen it looked as though 
human muscle had defeated 
steam. But two of the officers 
were more observant. They 
saw that when the exhausted 
firemen collapsed in the street, 
the steamer’s steam remained 
unwaveringly constant. 

“John, that steam stays 
there.” “Yes, it does.” “Well, 
that settles it.” 

In Philadelphia the volun- 
teer firemen were unusually 
well entrenched; hadn’t Benja- 
min Franklin organized Ameri- 
ca’s first fire company there? 
But even before the volunteers 
were mustered out of service, 
several companies purchased 
steamers. In 1858 Hibernia 
Steam Engine Company Num- 
ber 1 made a number of exhi- 
bition appearances with its 
new “teakettle” in other com- 
munities. 

Firemen discovered in time 
that the new steamers were 
not so important as they had 
been. The first steamers, in 
fact, were given individual 
names, just like the hand- 
pumpers, and even the old- 
time volunteer firemen began 
to see the new engines as 
handsome. By 1860, steamers 
were sufficiently small and 
light to be pulled by hand; 
that was something of a com- 
fort for the “vamps,” for they 
were not being supplanted 
(just then) by horses. The men 
could still “run the engines.” 


The day of the hand-drawn 
steamer, however, was brief. As 
communities spread out there 
was greater distance to be 
covered. Before the 1870s most 
of the cities were using horses 
to draw fire equipment. New 
York’s fire commissioners were 
jubilant at the elimination of 
man-drawn machines. “Noise 
and confusion in our streets on 
the occasions of alarms of fire 
have ceased,” they reported: 
“the sick and dying are no 
longer disturbed by the yelling 
of ‘runners,’ . . . the inhabi- 
tants are left to enjoy their 
needed rest, and vehicles may 
pass on unmolested.” 


Some fire departments 
tried to dress up the appear- 
ance of their equipment by 
matching the steeds in color 
and size. It was not unusual 
to see two-horse or three- 
horse hitches of coal black, 
dapple gray, gleaming white 
or, very occasionally, strik- 
ing pinto. Oldsters today 
still feel young again when 
something reminds them of 
those two or three _ well- 
matched chestnut steeds 
dashing down Main Street 
with a_ glistening nickel 
steamer that belched forth 
smoke and fire. 

The horses seemed human 
at times. They sensed when 
an alarm bell was for THEM: 
they knew precisely what 
was expected of them when 
the fireman on watch duty 
hollered, “Get out!” They 
would trot right smartly to 
their assigned places under 
harness that was suspended 
from the ceiling; to fasten 
their special collars took but 
a second. The most touching 
and spectacular phases of the 
volunteer firemen seemed to 
live on in those magnificent 
horses. 


The invention of the internal 
cumbustion engine did not 
spell the end of the picturesque 
steamers; even after the appa- 
ratus reached a fire, those 
pumps still had to be operated. 
But when it was realized that 
the same engine could propel 
the apparatus and also operate 
the pumps, the steamer was 
doomed, New York’s last steam 
fire engine was withdrawn 
from service in 1933. 

Yet millions of Americans 
can still remember the sound 
of that blood-curdling steam 
whistle, or the sight of a non- 
chalant engineer on his narrow 
rear platform as he shoveled 
coal while the engine roared 
through traffic. The engines of 
today. have far more efficiency, 
of course, but the steamer can- 
not be surpassed for glamour 
and excitement.

“The mind is an insufficient muscle. It can’t hold 
anything longer than 2000 words. I rarely write more than 
that at a stretch, because if I do, I simply have to throw it 
away. It isn’t any good. The brain goes stupid.”

Alexander L. Guterma, Whose 
Empire Collapsed, Is Under 
Inquiry by SEC, Grand Juries 


and the Immigration Service

NEW YORK, Feb. 28. 


WHEN ALEXANDER L. GUTERMA arrived in Wall Street 
five years ago nobody knew much about him. Now with mil- 
lions of dollars in jeopardy and financiers scratching their 
heads over Guterma’s manipulations which gave him control 
of four large corporations, it develops that nobody yet knows 


much about him. 


In fact the big question, now 
that Guterma has been ar- 
rested and his financial em- 
pire seems to have collapsed, 
is not so much how he did it 
but who he is. 


Coming into the game cold, 
so to speak, Guterma ran up 
an amazing score in a very 
short time. He wound up in 
control of F. L. Jacobs & Co., 
large tool firm; the Bon Ami 
Co., old and established scour- 
ing powder firm; Hal Roach 
Studios, which produces a 
number of successful TV shows, 
and the Mutual Broadcasting 
System. Besides these, he had 
other interests whose ramifica- 
tions the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, which 
brought charges against him, 
is now in the process of un- 
raveling. 


Also interested in his affairs 
are the federal courts, the New 
York State Attorney General, 
the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation, the United States Sen- 
ate and banks and stock ex- 
changes on three continents. 
Not to mention the investors 
in Guterma-controlled corpora- 
tions who, in some _ cases, 
bought shares for as much as 
$38, and now find them worth 
as little as % cent a share. 


While the SEC has had some 
success in unraveling the tan- 
gled skein of his financial 
manipulations, Guterma him- 
self remains something of a 
mystery. He refuses to give 
more than bare details of his 
life and background. How- 
ever, a melodramatic trail has 
been uncovered that leads from 
pre-revolutionary Siberia, 


through pre-war China and 
Manila under Japanese occu- 
pation, to Palm Beach, Wall 


Street, Las Vegas and even to 
the financial labyrinths of Tan- 
gier and Switzerland. 

His financial trail leads 
through dozens of American 
corporations, private factoring 
companies, Swiss banks, Pana- 
manian holding companies, con- 
stantly shifting corporate or- 
ganizations, re or g a nizations, 
name changes and every legal 
device known to the financial 
world, and some previously un- 
known. 

His career displays a rare 
knowledge of the intricacies of 
high finance for a man only 43 
years old who says he was born 
in Siberia, and that he has 
been in this country only since 
1950. Many aspects of his story 
have aroused widespread curi- 
osity. 

His full name is Alexander 
Leonard Guterma and he is 
known to his many financial 
and night clubs associates as 
“Sandy.” He has been com- 
pared to another financial wiz- 
ard, Serge Rubenstein, but 
aside from frenzied finance, the 
comparison doesn’t fit. Where 
Rubenstein was a man of dark 
and brooding personality, Gu- 
terma is a man with a broad 
smile and a quick wit, an easy 
mixer and a good story teller. 

Guterma says he was born in 
Irkutsk, Siberia, and lived later 
in China and Manila before 
coming to this country in 1950. 
This has confused a number of 
his associates because he 
speaks with a pure, native New 
York accent. 

His father, he told friends, 
was a general in the Imperial 
Army under Czar Nicholas II. 
Details of his story, his friends 
have said, seem to vary. But, 
regardless of details, it has been 
established that just before 
World War II Guterma was in 
China, a young man on the 
make. He was involved in busi- 
ness and financial transactions 
the nature of which remains 
vague. 

He is said to have been edu- 
cated at the Redcroft Mission 
School, located in the North 
China area where many White 
Russians settled, On the eve 
of World War II, he turned up 
in Manila. One of his jobs 
there was sales manager for 
the American Biscuit Co. 

Recent reports from Manila 
disclosed that Guterma lived 


high in the days of the Japa- 
nese occupation in World War 
Il. At that time he was 
thought to be a stateless per- 
son, traveling on a League of 
Nations passport. 


He is also reported to have 
operated a gambling joint in 
the suburb of Pasay, south of 
Manila, and to have sold goods 
to the Japanese through his 
Esolta Auction and Exchange. 


It was while he was working 
for a British hemp concern in 
Manila that Guterma met Rob- 
ert J. Eveleigh, an English- 
man, who came to be known as 
his man Friday. They have 
been together ever since and 
they were arrested together 
when it appeared, two weeks 
ago, that they were about to 
take off by plane for Istanbul, 
Turkey. This is said to be the 
only long-standing business as- 
sociation in Guterma’s career. 

It was while in Manila that 
Guterma married Anita Mc- 
Grath, daughter of an Ameri- 
can shoe manufacturer, long a 
resident in the islands. They 
have three children. 

When the Japanese invaded 
the Philippines, he was _ in- 
terned but soon freed when it 
was discovered he was not an 
American citizen. The war was 
a difficult period and he has 
said that he lived by his wits. 
He was placed on the “blocked 
list” of the United States and 
the Philippines at the end of 
the war, which meant he had to 
obtain new licenses to do busi- 
ness. 

He once told a friend the 
listing resulted from currency 
speculations, and said, “What 
could I do? I had to live.” 

In the post-war years he 
began to flower as a big time 
operator. He was interested in 
a dozen Manila concerns and so 
active in stock trading many 
friends thought hé was a brok- 
er. He became active in the 
jute trade and became ac- 
quainted with leading Philip- 
pine industrialists. 

By the time Guterma came 
to the United States he had 


amassed a sizable nest egg. 


He was also intrusted with a 
pool of some $350,000 raised 
by Manila industrialists. He 
used this to start his first 
American project—plantations 
for raising kenaf, a kind of 
hemp, and ramie, a type of 
cotton, in Florida. 

Almost from the start, his 
associates have reported, he 
displayed an _ extraordinary 
knowledge of the intricacies of 
international finance beyond 
the grasp of even some of the 
monied people with whom he 
began to deal. He also began 
an intensive study of the laws 
and regulations of the Secur- 
ities and Exchange Commis- 
sion. 

In fact, since his arrest 
some SEC people have conceded 
that he discovered loopholes 
and quirks that never before 
had been spotted even by the 
most ingenious. 


Financially, Guterma’s first 
operation in Florida set a pat- 
tern that was not to vary great- 
ly during the next nine years. 
Using funds of his Manila as- 
sociates, he set up three kenaf 
and ramie corporations. They 
didn’t seem to flourish, and he 
bought out his Manila backers 
for $75,000, it was reported. 

Meantime, however, capitali- 
zation of*the properties was 
rapidly expanded, When they 
were eventually merged into 
one corporation, they were 
valued at $1,500,000. The 
amazemert of his old Manila 
backers was considerable. 

In the meantime, Guterma 
had met a number of wealthy 
and influential people. He per- 
suaded John Colgate of Col- 
gate-Palmolive to sit on his 
board of directors. He also had 
representatives of the Fore- 
most Dairy interests and then 
Gov. Charley E. Johns of 
Florida. 

Shawano Development Corp., 
as Guterma called it, expanded 
rapidly, issued its own stock

for the purchase of other cor- 
porations. This stock then would 
be sold to the public. 


Mergers and expansions led 
Guterma into some strange 
fields. Merging with an oil and 
petroleum company, he found 
himself associated with Samuel 
Garfield and Irving Pasternak 
who were among the witnesses 
summoned by a federal grand 
jury in 1958, inquiring into a 
national football betting pool. 


Garfield has been described 
as holding a substantial inter- 
est in a Las Vegas hotel and 
gambling casino. Las Vegas 
was just a step for Guterma. 
tproagn a Shawano subsidiary 
h@ became interested in hotels 
there and in Miami Beach. 

The trail of transactions be- 
comes so complicated that few 
besides the SEC and Guterma 
himself could follow it. But 
losses to investors who bought 


Shawano in the sunny days of 
its promotion are estimated by 
the SEC at close to $3,000,- 
000. Another company under 
study is Consolidated Ameri- 
can (its third name under 
Guterma) which sold in the 
summer of 1956 at $2.50 a 
share and a few months later 
at 2% cents. It is now in bank- 
ruptcy. Several million shares 
were in the hands of the public. 


When Guterma got control 
of U.S. Chemical and Dye 
Corp., the stock went up to 
$38.25 a share. When Guterma 
got out the price sagged to 
14 cents a share. 


Guterma’s career seems to 
have been furthered as much 
by his extraordinary person- 
ality as by his skill as a ma- 
nipulator. Described as an ex- 
trovert with a flair for the dra- 
matic, the ability to tell funny 
stories and a penchant for 
gambling, he won a lot of fol- 
lowers. 


Yet some of his friends, it 
was revealed after his arrest, 
had long pondered the fact 
that a man born in Siberia, 
schooled in China and a resi- 
dent until 1950 of Manila, had 
so intimate a knowledge of 
American slang and so broad 
an acquaintance with the 
names of baseball stars and 
boxing champions of the past. 
Friends marveled too at the 
native idiom he displayed in 
his rich and imaginative pro- 
fanity. 

They were taken also with 
his fondness for certain East 
Side delicatessens, for his 
knowledge of just where to get 
a favorite variety of salami or 
a special kind of cheese. 


His manner is genial and 
breezy. To a Post-Dispatch 
woman reporter who tried to 
question him on the phone, he 
said, “I love you darling, even 
at this distance, but I don’t 
want to talk to newspapers.” 
When she tried to ask him 
about his boyhood, he replied, 
“I was a bum,” and would re- 
veal no more. 

He has long been known by 
his associates as an iron-nerved 
gambler at the dice tables of 
Havana and the card tables of 
ae — They described 
im, too, as a gin rummy 
addict. He” is said to have 
frequently staked thousands of 
dollars on the turn of a card 
while playing in his office, 
between telephone calls from 
Montreal, Paris, Geneva, Palm 
Beach or Las Vegas. 


Guterma’s downfall came in 
connection with the F. L. 
Jacobs Co., a Detroit tool firm 
he took over in 1956 and con- 
verted into a holding company. 
The SEC charges that he 
siphoned more than $2,000,000 
from the company into a 
dummy corporation called 
Comficor, Inc., a New York 
firm without any real status. 
“Comficor,” the SEC charged, 
“is Guterma.” 

Comficor, ft is charged, has 
been paying rent on the 
luxurious, $10,000-a-year, five- 
room apartment in the Lom- 
bardy Hotel in New York 
where the Gutermas lived. 
When he was arrested, SEC 
officials said they had informa- 
tion that Guterma and Eve- 
leigh had $1,500,000 in cash 
ready for the flight to Turkey. 

Guterma is under $5000 
bond as a deterrent against 
leaving the country, something 
he has steadfastly and heatedly 
denied ever planning to do. He 
admitted, however, that two 
reservations to Istanbul had 
been made, one in his name 
and one in Eveleigh’s. 


Altogether the last few 
weeks have been troubled ones 
for Guterma. After his arrest 
a federal grand jury started 
looking into his affairs and 
the Immigration Service began 
looking into his American citi- 
zenship, which was acquired 
two years ago. 

Just to make it a black week 
all around for him, during the 
SEC hubbub, two men talked 
their way into his hotel suite, 
bound and gagged his wife and 
daughter, Carole, and walked 
out with $45,000 in jewels and 
cash. 

When he was first taken into 
custody, Guterma responded 
with cries of outraged inno- 
cence. “It’s a lie,” he screamed 
at reporters. “This is like get- 
ting a man for spitting on the 
sidewalk.” 

Later he held a press con- 
ference at which he blamed all 
his troubles, even the jewel 
robbery, on the “fantastic irre- 
sponsibility” of the SEC. If 
his arrest hadn’t caused pub- 
licity about his wealth, the 
robbery would never have hap- 
pened, he insisted. “I’m a mor- 
tally wounded man,” he la- 
mented. 

The extent of the wound will 
be decided at a hearing which 
open in United States district 
court in New York on March 
18, 


Town Struggles Back After Lake Michigan Tragedy

ROGERS CITY, Mich., 
Feb, 28 (AP). 


WHEN THE giant freighter 
Carl D. Bradley broke apart 
and sank in the icy waters of 
Lake Michigan last November, 
this little town of 3873 was 
numb with tragedy. 

Most of the 33 crewmen who 
died in the storm—only two 
survived — came from here. 
They left 23 widows, 50 living 
children and three yet unborn. 

But now a warmth of neigh- 
borliness has helped dry the 
tears of the bereft and has 


responded with such generosi- 
ty to the plight of their wid- 
ows and children. 

In the bank for their chil- 
dren is a $147,000 trust fund, 
which will mean $3000 each 
for them to apply to a college 
education, vocational training 
oras investment in the 
future. The fund came from 
pennies, dimes and dollars do- 
nated to an appeal by the 

Christmas without daddy

to the thoughtfulness and gen- 
erosity of unknown friends, 
daddy’s place at the table was 
not taken by the specter of 
poverty and want. . 

As Mayor Kenneth Vogel- 
heim put it, “Christmas turned 
out to be unbelievably won- 
derful.” 

Gifts of toys, food and cloth- 
ing poured in for the families 
of those who perished on the 
Bradley. Many boxes, piled 
high with gifts, were put aside 
for other celebrations, such as 
birthdays and graduations. 

The town of Posen, 15 miles 
away and with a population of 
274, sent two huge baskets 
containing a turkey and all 
the trimmings to each of the 
families.

LOCATED ON the shore of 
Lake Huron, Rogers City is 
a limestone producing center, 
supplying steel mills in the 
Great Lakes region. The Brad- 
ley was owned by the town’s 
Bradley Transportation Lines, 
a subsidiary of the Michigan 
Limestone Division of US. 
Steel Corp. 

Michigan Limestone sent a 
$300 check to each widow, to 
cover clothing and other per- 
sonal effects lost at sea, Brad- 
ley Transportation paid all fu- 
neral and burial costs. So far, 
18 bodies have been recovered. 
Renewal of the search awaits 
a spring thaw of ice in the 
lakes. 

Each of the lost seamen was 


_ covered by a minimum of $3500 


of company-paid insurance, 
and most had exercised an 
option of buying more or had 
continued service insurance 
from World War II. One wid- 
ow under 21, whose husband 
had kept his G.I. insurance, 
got $45,000 all told, for her- 


self and her two children. That 
was tops for the group. 

In addition to the insurance, 
the widows are dependent on 
Social Security payments to 
keep their families going. For 
a widow and two children, the 
average for Bradley survivors, 
this would amount to $232 a 
month. 

Average age of a seaman 
lost on the Bradley was 33 and 
his average salary, $6200 a 
year. : 

Social Security payments 
cease when the surviving child 
reaches his eighteenth birth- 
day, or just about the time 
he would be starting college. 

And that is where banker 
John R. Blasky hopes the “Carl 
D. Bradley Ship Disaster Chil- 
dren's Fund” can step in. To 
help tect the child’s health 
until then, the fund has pur- 
ch a hospital and medical 
insurance plan for all the chil- 
dren and their mothers at 
$4400 a year. 


MRS. FRANCES VALLEE, 
who has managed to pay off 
her home with insurance bene- 
fits, sees the fund as the only 
hope for the future that she 
and her husband had planned 
for their daughters, 16-year-

the trust fund will do it.” 


Pretty 19-year-old Ann Strze- 
lecki, mother of two children, 
sees the fund as something 
for the family to fall back on 
in case of sickness or other 
trouble.

“I once worked 
as a theater cashier but I 
don’t see how I could go back 
with two babies.” 


Mrs. Cecelia Krawczak, a 32- 
year-old widow with six chil- 
dren, faces the future with a 
calm determination that does 
honor to the memory of her 
drowned husband. “I think we 
can manage, I don’t know how, 
but we'll try. We have to. I’ve 
got the home and car paid 
off and some money left,” she 
says. 


Sandra Elliott, 20-year-old 
mother of two, has entered a 
school of commerce at Bay 
City, Mich., and expects to be 
an accountant in two and a 
half years. “Then,” she says, 
“I'm coming home to Rogers 
City, get me a job and take 
care of my two children.” 
While she studies, the chil- 
dren are staying with her par- 
ents, who own a restaurant 
here.

He is a 
Young man who is anxious to give a great deal, and is hurt 
because no one seems interested enough to take it—including 
his wife. 


Alison, his wife, really is incapable of loyalty, even to 
herself. She is not even a rebel without a cause. She is 
Gaught between two uncertain worlds and cannot bring her- 
Self to declare her allegiances. Even her father is aware of 
He knows that for Alison to write letters to her mother 
without even mentioning Jimmy is a betrayal. This is not to 
y that I do not care for her myself. I care for her deeply. 
play is not about Jimmy Porter. It is about two people 
love, who are surrounded by a set of circumstances, which, 
Ibelieve, cannot be ignored. 


I was extremely sorry that a great many took Cliff 
te be an ignorant oaf who merely looks on the degra- 
dation that goes on around him. I believe that the 
relationship between these two young men is real and 
valid. It is simply unfamiliar on the English stage. 
These are two men who care for each other deeply. 
They may not be able to express it, but that is not the 
point. When Cliff says “My feet hurt,” there is a 
world of affection in Jimmy's reply, “Why not try 
washing your socks?” It is the only thing he can say. 


AS FOR HELENA, she is rather like those people who ask | 


you what you are angry about. Life has held no problems for 
her that could not be solved by a little application and common 
sense—until she meets Jimmy. She is living in a different 
world, and although she tries desperately to comprehend some- 
thing she cannot understand—but which she finds herself lov- 
ing, in spite of everything—she is Beaten in the end. 


It is essential] that the mood of the play and mental climate 
of its characters is established in the opening moments. When 
I say mood, this is not something that is defined by drawing 
on adjectives like squalid, bitter, etc. People who believe 


that the setting of “Look Back in Anger” is unutterably squalid | 
are simply unaware of the facts of life; that there is a housing | 
shortage, that a great many houses are not only old, dirty and | 


* hideous but are unaware of the ugliness of their own surround- 
ings, ugliness that they have helped create themselves. And 
when you are young and neither the house nor the furniture 
is your own, there is not a great deal of incentive to improve 
things. One simply waits to get out. The Porters are waitiing 


to get out even if they don’t know where they are going.

“LOOK BACK IN ANGER,” the drama by John Osborne 
which created quite a controversy in England over its bitter 
invective and stinging satire about the conditions of things 
nowadays on “this sceptered isle,” and played 51 weeks on 
Broadway and won the Drama Critics’ Award for best foreign 
play of last season, comes to the American Theater tomorrow 


night for a week’s run. 

The play and its author gave 
rise to the phrase “The Angry 
Young Men,” of England, signi- 
fying a group which could be 
compared loosely to America’s 
“Beat Generation,” although 
considerably more voluble about 
their disgust with the lot they 
have inherited from two world 
wars. 


It takes place in an attic flat 
in the Midlands. A brilliant, 
impecunious and embittered 
young husband, Jimmy, uses his 
well-born wife, Alison, and her 
family as the butt of his tirades 

against things as they are and 
his lot. His worker friend, Cliff, 
very fond of them both, tries 
to act as a buffer. An actress 
friend, Helena, on tour, comes 
to live in the same boarding 
house, and her criticism infuri- 
ates Jimmy to the point where 
Alison leaves with her father, 
a retired Indian colonel. Hel- 
ena, in a fit of fury at Jimmy, 
strikes him, but her anger con- 
ceals love and they spring into 
a passionate love affair. Alison 


finally comes back, desperately 
ill and having lost her baby. 
Husband and wife finally find 
understanding in their despair 
and a retreat into love.

And 
their way of life demands so

Her fashion career started 
at Macy’s. She went from there 
to Best’s Fifth Avenue store, 
where she _ introduced her 
shirtmaker and moved along 
until she became a vice-presi- 
dent and director. Since 1940 
she has been with Sears, the 
last four years as chairman of 
the fashion. board. 

Trips to Europe and through- 
out the United States help her 
to select and interpret fashion 
trends. She is concerned pri- 
marily with the woman who 
pays up to $20 for her Easter 
dress and $30 for her Easter 
coat but she contends that you 
“can’t put a price on fashion.” 
The shirtwaist “drip-dry” cot- 
ton and dacron which sells for 
less than $10, the silk version 
that retails somewhat higher, 
and the exclusive dressmaker 
model are side by side in the 
fashion parade.

From ‘Flower 


Drum Song’ 


By Charles Menees 


FOR “FLOWER DRUM 
SONG,” the ninth musical play 
of their distinguished collabo- 
ration, Richard Rodgers and Os- 
car Hammerstein II have pro- 
vided their most appealing 
score since “The King and I” 
(1951). From reliable reports, 
this set of 14 songs eclipses 
the book of the current Broad- 
way attraction. But granted 
this advantage, the musie ac- 
casions no lasting hurrahs for 
manifestations of freshness and 
creativeness. There are no such 
rewards as the attempt to es- 
tablish new song forms, Rodgers 
and Hammerstein have been 
satisfied to stick pretty much 
to formula songs, the frec- 
ognizable formulae being mainly 
of their own origin. 

Call it self-burglary or what 
you will, it comes as a disap- 
pointment and even perhaps an 
omen that these craftsmen have 
nothing further to say. With- 
out pinpointing a flock of simi- 
larities, here are just a few: 
“You Are Beautiful” me- 
lodically recalls “Younger Than 
Springtime” from “South Pa- 
cific’; “I Enjoy Being a Girl” 
begins much like “A CocKéyed 
Optimist”; others that come 
floating back, however briefly, 
are “Getting to Know You” and 
“Younger Than Springtime” 
from “The King and I.” The 
expert tune detective is wel- 
come to take it from here. 


LYRICALLY, TOO, the 


| songs hold few pleasant sur- 


| prises. Numbers like “Gliding 
Through My Memoree,” a sort 
of saga of conquest by a swash- 
buckling sailor, and “Chop 
Suey,” which inventories demo- 
cratic variety found in this 
country, are replete with op- 
portunities for genius instead 
of stock stuff. (One of “Chop 
Suey's” lines has a local touch 
—"Boston, Austin, Wichita and 
St. Looie—Chop Suey’”’).

, Recent developments _ indi- 
cate that our knowledge of the 
sun and the outer atmosphere 
is te meager. One goal for 
1959 will be filling in on that 
knowledge. 

Last year, in Project Strato- 
scope, astronomers obtained 
hundreds of the best pictures 
evér taken of the sun. They 
were photographed from bal- 
oy at altitudes up to 80,000 
ee 


‘The photographs revealed, 
among other things, small vio- 
lently eddying gas storms rang- 
ing from 200 to 600 miles in 
diameter. These small storms 
eseped into eruptions which 
py hep _ from the earth, 
ith preliminary re- 
arch ths cclewiitie appetite of 
tronomers was whetted. They 
now propose. new and exten. | 
sive researches involving the 
use of satellites. 


We already possess, of 
rourse, some idea of the 
composition of the sun from 

spectrograms taken at moun- 
tain observatories. Complex 
optical instruments break up 
the light of the sun into the 
colors of the rainbow and 
the rainbow in turn is 
crossed by dark lines called 
the “fingerprints” of atoms 
on the sun. These dark lines 
indicate to the astronomer 
the elements or materials in 
the upper layers of the sun’s 
atmosphere, 


FOR THE PAST .12 years 
arientists have launched rock- 
ets to high altitudes to record 
the spectra of the sun “un- 
tainted” by the atmosphere of 
the earth. ‘These recordings 
were Only a partial success; 
there was still enough atmos- 
phere above the rockets to in- 
fluence what was recorded, 
Wanting to escape even this 
residual bit of atmosphere, 
scientists are layirig new and 
radical plans for exploring the 
sun. 


The National Aeronautical 
and Space Agency (NASA) has 
asked for invitations to bid on 
Project Fledgling, a program 
calling for 12 satellites carry- 
ing highly complex instru- 
ments to éxtreme altitudes— 
between 5000 and 15,000 miles. 

Unlike the high-altitude 
rockets of the past, the satel- 
lites will stay up indefinitely,

CUNDIYO, N.M., Feb. 28 (AP). 

CUNDIYO. is a tiny village | 
hugging a slope in the foothills. | 
of the Sangre de Cristo moun- 


tains in New Mexico. 


It is only a dot in the vast 
spaces of southwest, but it 
ranks as a classic example of 
togetherness. 


The village has one street 
(dirt), one telephone, six tele- 
vision sets, two grocery stores, 
a post office, one filling station 
and a total population of 81. 

All 81 are related. All but 
three named Vigil. 

The.three exceptions in town 
are actually called “tourists.” 
Their name is Trujillo. In 
Cundiyo, anybody not named 
Vigil (pronounced Veehil) is a 
transient. In Cundiyo, there 
have been practically nothing 
but Vigils for more than 200 
years. 

Over the years, most Vigil 
daughters have gone off else- 
where to marry and settle 
down. A recent exception was 
the one who went to a village 
five miles away and came back 
with a husband named Tru- 
jillo. They have one child. 
Though a tiny minority group, 
the Trujillos enjoy equal 
rights. Everyone is friendly. 
But everyone still calls them 
tourists. 

Over the years, many Vigil | 
sons have left but many im- | 
ported wives and stayed. Thus 
the hard core, the capital of 
vigilism, remains fastened in 
the tiny cluster of buildings | 
clotted arourid a dusty road 35 
miles north of Santa Fe. 

Cundiyo has two small 
churches, a Catholic mission 
for the town’s 78 Catholics and | 
a Presbyterian church for the 
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town’s three Presbyterians. | 
How did the Presbyterians | 
sneak in?

“We seldom quarrel, except 
over water,” says Mrs. Noberto 
Vigil. “If my garden is dry, 
I go to the mayor Domo (over- 
seer) of the irrigation ditches. 
I say I need water. He says 
no; Domacio, gets the water 
now. You have to wait’ Some- 
times we have small revolution 
in such matters.” 

In thig part of the country, 
water is crucial. Cundiyo gets 
its water from a nearby stream 
through a “mother ditch” 
which feeds small family 
ditches through a system of 
cutoffs. 

ACCORDING TO local his- 
torians, the Vigils were early 
Spanish settlers who came here 
in the Eighteenth century, 
drove off the Indians and re- 
ceived a land grant from the 
King of Spain. The Indians 
used to call the place Kudijo, 
meaning “round hill of the 
bells.” 

At one time, the population 
of the unincorporated village 
soared to 145 and everybody, 
but everybody, was named 
Vigil.

This instance of honesty, 
though extreme, does point up 
the decline of the virtue in 
contemporary life, not so much 
because of the increase‘of rob- 
beries and thefts, but in the 
more general way of misrep- 
resentation, the failure to give 
honest work for honest pay, or 
the villification of character 
during political campaigns. 
Many people are honest be- 
cause they believe “honesty is 
the best policy.” But he who 
acts upon this principle is not 


necessary an honest man. He 
may be outwardly honest to 
avoid being caught, to win the 
good approval of fellowman, or 
because dishonesty would hurt 
his reputation. In none of these 
cases is honesty inspired by 
disinterested justice, namely, 
giving each man that which is 
his due, 

THE ERROR of “honesty is 
the best policy” is that it re- 
stricts the value of justice to 
temporal things, and considers 
no other evaluation or judg- 
ment than the reaction of 
fellowman, It ignores the 


fact that there is a judgement 
reserved og every man in 
eternity, In which the hidden 
things shall be brought to light 
and there shall be meted out 
to each what he meted to 
others.

Nagel sald the work is a 
“splendid example of Roualt's 
technique of encrusted impres- 
sionism in which the impasto 
is thick and the color mag- 
nificently vibrant, giving the 
effect of a stained glass win- 
dow.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Marcus Rice 
gave the museum “The Cow- 
boy,” a painting by the con- 
temporary Italian artist, Afro. 

In addition to the pieces of 
sculpture, Mr. and Mrs. May 
gave cxamples of two young 
American painters.

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Americans Buy Canadian Gold | 


Hoping for 35-to-1 Profit 


~—how would you like to make 
a million-dollar profit on a 
eash investment of $28,600? 

Hundreds of American spec- 
ulators think they've found 
just such a pathway to riches. 
The speculators are buying 
Canadian gold bars at $35 an 
ounce, hoping to -sell out 
later at a much higher price. 
The figure most often men- 
tioned as a possibility is $70 
an ounce, | 

For the scheme to Succeed, 
the United States’ would have 
to devalue the dollar by agree- 
ing to give more dollars for 
an ounce of gold. If this hap- 
pened, the speculators in Ca- 
nadian gold—they can't buy the 
stuff in this country — would 
reap enormous profits. Their 
gains would be sky high be- 
cause they are buying largely 
on credit. 

For each ounce of gold 
bought on the Toronto Stock 
Exchange at $35, the speculator 
has to put up only $1 in cash. 
He borrows the rest from brok- 
ers. If he can sell later at $70 
an ounce, he'll show a gross 


profit of $35 for each $1 of | 


cash invested. 
Interest Plus Storage. 


The speculators must pay in- | 


terest on the money they bor- 


row plus storage charges on | 


their gold. The gold itself 


pays them no dividends or in- | 


terest. 

The gambler, to back up his 
hopes for a price boost, points 
out that $2,250,000,000 worth 
of gold has been drained from 
Uncle Sam’s vast hoard in the 

ast year. This outflow of 

ullion to other countries be- 
gan a year ago and has exceed- 
ed all records. 

To the speculator, this is a 
signal that the rest of the 
world may be losing faith in 
the soundness of the United 
States dollar. Foreigners want 
gold and distrust dollars, he 
argues, because inflation is 
pricing American goods out of 
the world market. 

If the United States can’t 
sell its goods abroad, he says, 
the American economy will go 
into a tailspin and the dollar 
will have to be devalued. 

The United States Treasury 
discounts such talk. It says 
the government “firmly ad- 
heres to the position” that the 
price of gold should remain 
unchanged at $35 an ounce— 
the price established in 1934. 

Officials here contend the 
gold outflow is a sign of Euro- 


pean strength rather than | 


American weakness. They say 
Europe can now afford more 
gold whereas the United States 
has the stuff to spare. 

Like a Poker Game. . 

One top policymaker likened 
{nternational gold movements 
to a poker game. 

“It isn’t much of a game 
when one player has all the 
chips,” he said. “The outflow 
of gold means some other 
eountries in western Europe 
now have some chips.” 

The United States has held 
most of the chips for a long 
time. Even after the record 
outflow, the United States 
holds 20% billion dollars of 
gold—more than all other non- 
Communist countries combined. 

Two other explanations also 
are offered here for the recent 
outflow: 

1. A lot of it represented 


the return to Europe to bul- | 


lion which migrated to the 
United States in 1957 because 
of the Suez crisis. 

2. Some of it also was made 
possible by heavy United States 
investments abroad in 1958. 
Americans, in effect, increased 
their productive investments in 
exchange for gold. 

On the second point, one 
economist observed, “a bank 
isn’t unhappy because it loses 
cash when it makes a loan.” 

Officials do concede that an 
inflationary binge could pro- 
duce an unhealthy gold drain. 
If prices 6f American goods 
increased out of proportion to 
world prices, they say, the 
United States economy would 
suffer and devaluation of the 
dollar could then become a 
reality. 

Decline in Efforts. 

The speculator in Canadian 
gold says United States goods 
may already be losing out 
abroad. For evidence, he points 
to the 18 per cent drop in 
exports in the first nine months 
of last year. 

Government people argue 
the decline was deceptive and 
probably temporary. 

In any case, they say, for- 
eigners are not losing faith in 
American currency; otherwise, 
why did they increase their 
dollar holdings by about $500,- 
000,000 last year, even as they 
were withdrawing gold? 

Actually, you don’t have to 
be a prophet of doom to expect 
an increase in the price of 


gold. 
Gold miners and some bank- 
ers and economists want the 


pri¢e increased to encourage 
more production. They say 
there isn’t enough gold to sat- 
isfy the world’s monetary 
needs. 


| 
Money men in Washington 


are not buying this argument. 


They say there is no shortage | 


of the metal—only a shortage 
of nations with the money to 
buy gold. 

There is no doubt that Unit- 
ed States gold mining has been 
discouraged by rising costs and 
a fixed selling price. Produc- 
tion has fallen steadily since 
1953. World output, however, 
has been rising in the same 
period. 

Unique Function. 

This aspect of the gold de- 
bate centers on the metal’s 
unique place in the affairs of 
men. 

Gold is a symbol of real 
wealth because it won't shrink, 
rot, evaporate or tarnish. Sup- 
plies are limited and can only 
be increased by hard labor and 
at great expense. Man now can 
make synthetic diamonds but 
he can’t make gold. 

In all the years since Colum- 
bus discovered America, world 
output has hardly exceeded 50,- 
000 tons. 

Because gold can't be tam- 
pered with or inflated willy- 
nilly, it is regarded as the most 
dependable for interna- 

transacti

| A foreign business man can 
sell goods in the United States 
| with the assurance that the 
dollars he receives can be con- 
verted into gold through inter- 
national channels. This gives 
him a good feeling about 
doing busines here. 

Oniy a few nations can make 
this offer without attaching 
some string. Their number is 
growing, however, d most 
western European countries 
moved closer to the goal of 
convertibility late in Decem- 
ber. 

Backs Strong Currencies. 

Gold serves algo as the back- 
ing of strong currencies. In 
the United States, Congress has 
decreed there must be enough 
gold on hand to cover 25 per 
cent of the money supply. 

The current ratio of gold to 
dollars is about 42 per cent, 
compared with 47 per cent a 
year ago. 

Whenever gold is discussed, 
th ystery of Russian gold 
crops up. The Soviets are not 
givigg any figures, but it is 
| generally believed they are the 
| world’s No. 2 gold producer, 


| next to Seuth Africa. Next to 
the United States, the Russians 
hold more gold than any other 
country in the world. 

What will they do with their 
gold? 

Some people suggest they 
might dump it in the West at 
cut-rate prices. That would 
| certainly upset the internation- 
jal gold market — and Uncle 
Sam. It also would give the 
West a windfall profit—some*’ 
‘thing officials here doubt the 
Russians would provide. 

There also is speculation that 
the Soviets might raise the 
price of gold. In that case, no 
one would buy their gold but 
would want to sell them more. 

Money experts here ask: 
Why would the Russians want 
more gold? How would they 
pay for it? and, again, why 
would they give a windfall to 
the West? . 

“Gold is probably the least 
effective and least fearsome of 
Russian weapons,” a Federal 
Reserve economist commented. 
“I wish it Were their only 
weapon.” 

Since last spring, the gold 
outflow from the United States 
has slackened from a flood to 
a trickle. From November 
| through January, the amount 
‘leaving the ceuntry lessened 


each month. 

| Treasury and Federal Reserve 
/experts say the heaviest drain 
on United States gold reserves 
_probably is past. 

If they're right, the “smart 
money” moving north may 
prove to be dumb money. If 
they’re wrong, you've still got 
time to make a million dollars 
in gold -bricks.

NEW YORK, Feb. 28—Nel- 
son Rockefeller, who burst onto 
the American political scene 
last fall by capturing New 
York’s governorship and win- 
ning a reputation as a top vote- 
getter, now is facing his first 
legislative battle. And it's a 
tough one. The Republican 
Governor, who ran up a 510,- 
000-vote pluarlity over Averell 
Harriman to rank high among 
Republican presidential possi- 


bilities, has asked the legisla- 
ture to approve $277,000,000 in 
new taxes, of which $150,000,- 
000 is in increased income 
taxes. 

By his own choosing, Rocke- 
feller now is engaged in a 
heated fight for a fiscal policy 
that throws a new element of 
uncertainty into the 1960 po- 
litical picture, at which time 
experts expect to see Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon 
fighting off a Rockefeller bid 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination. 

Much more than Nixon, 
Rockefeller—in the way he 
managed to get voters to cross 
party lines and attracted the 
so-called independent voter— 
appears to be the inheritor of 
the.mood which underlay Mr. 
Eisenhower's largely personal 
triumphs. 

‘Soak the Poor.’ 


In short, Rockefeller’s pros- 
pects for 1960 looked good. 

The question is will Rocke- 
feller’s program for putting 
the state on a pay-as-you-go 
basis by, among other things, 
increasing personal income tax- 
es be considered “courageous” 
in 1960? Or will the “soak- 
the-poor” label New York Dem- 
ocrats are trying to pin on the 
program detract next year from 
Rockefeller’s present unques- 
tioned political appeal and per- 
sonality. 

Democrats in the State Legis- 
lature, elected mostly from the 
New York metropolitan area, 
don’t care to block the Gover- 
nor’s proposed two billion dol- 
lar budget—of which $635,000,- 
000 is state contribution to 
local school costs and $278,000,- 
000 is for new highway, mental 
hospital, state university and 
other construction — beyond 
recommending minor “econo- 
mies” in the proposed $240,- 
000,000 increase in expend- 
itures. 

“Wage Cut for Workers.’ 

The Democrats have seized 
on Rockefeller’s proposal to re- 
duce exemptions on income 
taxes to the federal level of 
$600 a person, which, it is esti- 
mated, will add 300,000 low-in- 
come families to the tax rolls. 


(Under the present system, 
$1000 is allowed for single per- 
sons, $250 for married couples 
and $400 for each dependent.) 
State Controller Arthur Levitt, 
the only Democrat in a state- 
wide office, has called the pro- 
posal “completely unneces- 
sary.” Labor leaders have as- 
sailed it as “a wage cut for 
workers.” 

The Governor claims that the 
lowering of exemptions will 
mean an increase of less than 
one dollar a month in taxes to 
the majority of taxpayers — 
those earning up to $6000 a 
year. 

Republican legislators are re- 
luctant to go along whole- 
heartedly with the Rockefeller 
proposals. But it is difficult 
for them to forget that their 
majorities in the State Legis- 
"-“ure were reduced despite the

Hearings Draw Crowds. 


Hearings on the budget drew 
the largest crowds in 20 years 
and Rockefeller was described 
as a “Robin Hood in reverse” 
and his program as a ‘“tax- 
looting spree.” 

The Governor told a group 
of women voters that he re- 
mained “bloody but unbowed” 
and took to explaining his pro- 
gram again. 

The time has come, he said, 
to “face the problem of this 
state squarely, frankly and 
honestly, . .. What we do to- 
day importantly influences not 
only tomorrow for us but to- 
morrow for our children.” 

Then in a state-wide TV 
broadcast, Rockefeller aban- 
doned his earlier position and 
charged that former Gov. Har- 
riman’s budget policies made 
tax increases necessary now. 
Democrats charged he engaged 
in “inexcusable” exaggeration 
and the state Democratic com- 
mittee chairman, Michael H. 
Prendergast, countered by say- 
ing “that you can’t sell taxes 
the way you sell soap suds.” 

And when Gov. Rockefeller 
appeared the next day at the 
national outdoor exposition in 
New York City, he was booed 
so much that had he to ask 
the crowd to “give me a 
chance” to let him make some 
brief comments. He finally 
resorted to humor in telling 
his audience: “It’s nice to see 
you all here on a pay-as-you- 
go basis. I want to get the state 
On a pay-as-you-go basis, too.

She also feeds them liquid fertilizer 
directly from test tubes attached to the roots 
whenever the plants look peaked. 

Dr. Hofsommer, who has been raising or- 
chids since 1951, has achieved excellent re- 
sults with her artificial light system. The 
plants not only thrive but also bioom more 
often. An automatic timing device keeps the 
fluorescent lights on for 13 and one-half hours 
a day, and the basement environment pro- 
vides favorable temperatures.

ORNADOES, EVEN UNSEEN ONES like the storm that hit St. Louis on 
February 10, leave ample evidence by which their violent lives can be 
reconstructed. The illustration on the opposite page shows the move- 
ments of last month's twister, as indicated by the trail of destruction it left 
behind. At bottom left, on this page, is a map of weather conditions at 
the time of the storm. The visual record of St. is’ history of major tor- 
nadoes is rounded out with the map above and the two photographs. The 
illustrations below show tornado frequency in Missouri and nearby states, 
and depict household safety precautions in event of tornado warnings. 

Scientific knowledge of tornadoes still has numerous gaps. For ex- 
ample, under many circumstances meteorologists can determine that torna- 
does are likely in a general area, but the Weather Bureau's systematic 
observations do not yield enough data to permit definite forecasting of 
tornadoes in the way rain or snow is predicted. Compared with normal 
rainstorms or snowstorms, tornadoes are small in terms of the area they 
cover. And the formula for a twister is extremely complex, so complex 
that there is no general agreement among experts as to the precise causes. 

Basically, it is known that a violent whirling cloud can form when 
thunderstorm conditions exist. Usually there is a drier air mass aloft, riding 
over a moist surface layer. But scientists are uncertain as to what force 
or combination of forces triggers a tornado. Whatever the triggering 
elements are, they set off complicated energy transformations, which occur 
through condensation and evaporation. The transformations give birth to 
a twister and sustain it. 

Nation- wide Weather Bureau records show that tornadoes do not fit 
in a precise mold. Usually they occur in mid-afternoon, and rarely will

They can't forget this day 


WASHINGTON, D. C. 


Just five years ago—at 2:32 p.m. on March 1, 1954 
—three men and a woman grimly stood up in the visi- 
tors’ gallery of the House of Representatives. As the 
woman shrieked in Spanish, the three men whipped 
out guns and sent nearly two dozen bullets whistling 
at the congressmen massed on the floor below. In quick 
succession the five legislators you see above crumpled 
in their chairs, badly wounded. 

The four attackers, fanatic Puerto Rican national- 
ists, were quickly seized by guards. With gunsmoke 
still hanging over the hushed House, the wounded 
congressmen were rushed to hospitals. They were: 
Alvin Bentley (R., Mich.); George Fallon (D., Md.); 
Ben Franklin Jensen (R., lowa); Clifford Davis CD., 
Tenn. ), and Kenneth Roberts (D., Ala.). 

Today, recovered from their wounds, the five make 


up one of the most exclusive “clubs” in Washington, 
for they are the only men alive who can boast of having 
been shot down in Congress. (Plainclothes guards, 
five instead of the one on duty at the time of the shoot- 
ing, make sure there'll be no more members of the 
club.) Each March 1, they try to get together to swap 
gags and “anniversary cards.” 

Their wounds apparently did them no harm at the 
polls. Though many congressmen have come and gone 
since, the five have each campaigned for re-election 
three times without a defeat. Their Puerto Rican 
attackers were less fortunate; they are now serving 
prison terms ranging from 16 to 75 years. 

The congressmen feel no bitterness toward them. In 
fact, Representative Bentley, who almost died from his 
wounds, recently took a vacation—in Puerto Rico. @

TOKYO, JAPAN. 
For the first time in his 25 years, Crown Prince Akihito 
is about to have someone with whom he can share his 
life completely.

Until his betrothal last November, the Prince was 
the loneliest of men.

“At that time I 
hoped for someone outside the Imperial Family and 
the high-ranking nobility,” he remarked the other 
day, “since I felt my future companion should have an 
appreciation of the hardships and efforts of my people. 
Then I hoped for capability, but not merely academic 
excellence. I hoped for good adaptability and sociabil- 


ity. I also wished her to have a wide range of interests 
as well as an active interest in sports, preferably tennis. 

“Very fortunately, the hopes and wishes I enter- 
tained then have been fully realized.” The Prince's 
cherished dream of a close-knit family life is reflected 
in the design of the new residence being built for him. 
It has ample accommodation for children. 

Crown Prince Akihito is 5’5” tall, with a well- 
proportioned build. He is an excellent rider, a fine 
swimmer and a good tennis player. After he left 
Gakushuin University he had few occasions to meet 
people informally except during the summers, which 
he spent in Karuizawa, a resort in central Japan. Here 
he drove his own car and went to parties at friends’ 
homes. Here he met his future Princess. 

One of his close tennis companions describes the 
Prince as an orthodox player who prefers a rally from 
the back court to net play. “But at the crucial point, 
he can count on a powerful forehand drive off his 15- 
ounce racket.” Miss Shoda, on the other hand, “plays 
a steady, defensive game, returning every shot until 
the other side makes an error. She is a consistent and 
difficult opponent, and a very dependable partner.” 

We who know him are delighted that the Prince 
has found mutual trust and love. With the help of his 
Princess, he may be able to open a wider window be- 
tween the world and the Japanese people. . a

U.S. teenagers 


CHICAGO, ILL. 
NE RECENT SUNDAY, 1,200 teen- 
O agers of the Hi-Y and Tri-Hi-Y 
clubs gathered in the Morrison Hotel 
here and took a long, hard look at to- 
morrow’s world. Hours later, after 
sounding off on elaborate and extensive 
questionnaires, they had sketched that 
world—and their own attitudes toward 
it— in startling dimensions. 
Their answers give insight into the 
baffling minds of teenagers every- 
where. Among them: 


Most expected to need a $9,000-a- 


year income to support a family “ade- 
quately”; more than one-third made 
the figure $10,000-plus. 

As a life goal, “to really understand 
oneself” drew the most votes; “to serve 
God” ran second. 

In a marriage partner, teenagers 
voted the most important quality “un- 
derstanding.”.“Physical attraction” got 
a scant four votes. 

In picking a job, teenagers said they 
would be guided first by challenge and 
interests, only afterward by security. 

Almost all said they would accept 


reduced income for two to five years to 
marry the right person. 

More than half expected to work 
their way through college. 

Asked the way they would like to be 
remembered, teenagers voted first for 
“as an individualist”; second for “as a 
good guy.” Four said waggishly that 
they hoped to be remembered for “the 
near-perfect crime.” 


Follow-up to 1957 Poll 


The day-long Youth Opinion Survey 
was a follow-up to a similar poll taken 
in 1957 by the Metropolitan Chicago 
YMCA in cooperation with Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co. The 1957 survey, taken to 
help the “Y” plan bettér service to U.S. 
youth, was so successful that teenagers 
asked for another that would help them 
build for the future. 

Questions were asked in four ‘broad 
areas: preparation for marriage and 
family life; preparation for college and 
family training; preparation for life 
work; development of a philosophy of 
life. Teenagers (some of whom ex- 
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Susan Backus, 17: “To me, the most im- 
portont factors in being successful are get- 
ting along with people, training and person- 
ality. Work is a partnership. You work with 
people and for people. That’s important.”

Jennifer Sachs, 16: “A lot of kids say, ‘I 
want a comfortable life.’ | think this is awful.

Jim Riester, 17:’The most important goal 
in life is to serve God. Second is to be pro- 
ficient in your career.

Mary Kay O'Hara, 17: “Too many couples 
marry too quickly. | think you should go 
together at least a year, maybe two years. 
You should have time to know the other per- 
son—to build up understanding and loyalty.”’ 
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tended their answers for the photos 
above ) were asked to sit in round-table 
discussion groups, jot down their reac- 
tions to each question. After discussion, 
they were asked to answer again. 
Changes sometimes were surprising. 

Here’s how Chicago's teenagers 
spoke for American youth: 

Marriage and families: Most teen- 
agers said couples should date one to 
two years before marriage, thought 
school and church the best places to 
meet a life partner. Dancing and 
double-dating were mentioned as best 
dating practices; surprisingly, necking 
was more approved than “social drink- 
ing.” Most popular number of children, 
“if money were no problem,” was four; 
but 72 votes were cast for six or more. 

Financially, the teenagers rated “sav- 
ings for security” as the most important 
budget item. Also drawing a heavy vote 
was “a living standard on a par with 
neighbors.” 

Education: Teenagers gave two ma- 
jor reasons for attending college: to in- 
crease their general knowledge and to 


develop personality. In third place 
came “to make more money.” They 
listed ambition, study habits and per- 
sonality as the most important factors 
in a successful college career. 

Life work: In choosing a career, 
teenagers gave heavy weight to person- 
ality factors. “Getting along with 
people” was rated an important factor 
in job success, “friendly co-workers” a 
major reason for picking a job. Rated a 
minor consideration in job selection 
was “income possibilities”; “interests” 
and “aptitudes” ranked one-two. 

A life philosophy: Most teenagers 
agreed they wanted a comfortable life, 
said they thought religion and educa- 
tion could lead them to the “good life.” 
And, in a world where teenagers often 
are regarded with despair and distrust, 
they showed a strong streak of charac- 
ter when asked what they would sacri- 
fice to do right on a moral question. 

They would give up anything, Chi- 
cago’s teenagers said——social standing, 
money, job, even their lives—except 
their self-respect.

All across the country, states and cities, hard-pressed for new funds, have been 
wrestling with proposals to tap a controversial gold mine: a tax on gambling. 


Recently, New York City has been investigating legalized off-track betting. 
Trial balloons have been sent up in Arizona, California, Louisiana, Pennsyl- 
vania and a number of other states and municipalities. There even has been 
serious talk of a national lottery to raise Federal funds. 


A few months ago, the commissioners of Dade County, Fla., which includes 
Miami, gave preliminary approval to a scheme to license and tax gambling 
casinos. A howl of citizen protest went up from all over the state. One of the 
most prominent voices among the anti-gambling group was that of Gov. LeRoy 
Collins of Florida, who was chosen by his fellow governors recently to serve as 
chairman of the National Governors’ Conference. 
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LEGALIZED GAMBLING 


TALLAHASSEE, FLA. 


N THE YEARS 1935 through 1937, the people of 
Florida got a dose of moral poison they will not 
soon forget. 

Times were bad then. The state was hard-pressed 
for money and looking desperately for ways>to get it. 
The eyes of the governor of that day lit on the easy 
money Of the slot machine, 

In many of our 67 counties, slot machines were 
operating openly, if illegally. Why not, it was sug- 
gested, make them legal, license their operation and 
tap the jackpot? 

The kegislature bit. What followed next shocked 
all Florida: 

Gamblers and unsavory underworld characters in- 
filtrated the state from all over the country. Crime 
rates jumped. Delinquency increased. Disrespect for 
law spread over our state in a wave. One could almost 
feel the moral strength of the state ebbing away. 

In two years, Florida had had enough. And I am 
proud to have led the fight, as a member of the Legis- 
lature at the time, to outlaw the slots. 
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IS POISON 


Not only were we able to repeal the law legalizing 
slot machines, but afterward, whenever slot machines 
reappeared, the public backed up a genuine crackdown 
on the illegal operations. Our people wanted every 
vestige of this poison obliterated. 

Gambling, legal or illegal, spreads that kind of 
poison through a community. It is insidious. It kills 
more business than it generates. It encourages public 
corruption and undermines the faith of citizens in 
their officials. Worst of all, it saps moral strength and 
character. t 

Opening the doors of a community to gambling is 
like opening Pandora's box. You run the risk of releas- 
ing all manner of dangerous and uncontrollable in- 
fluences. 

Our state, I believe, has learned this lesson. How 
well it has been learned was illustrated recently when 
the question of legalized gambling again came up. 

Former heavyweight champion Jack Dempsey— 
an honest man whom I admire very much—asked the 
Dade County Commission for permission to open a 


maximum of four gambling casinos. Each would be 
equipped with the full range of gambling tables and 
slot machines. And each would pay the county a basic 
license fee of $750,000 a year. Dempsey said he was 
ready to spend $2,000,000 on the first of the casinos. 

The commission, by a vote of 3-2, gave preliminary 
approval to the proposal. 

It was like a bomb. I was so shocked I asked, “What 
on earth have they been smoking down there?” Min- 
isters, educators, newspapers, civic organizations rose 
up as one. Thousands of plain citizens wrote angry 
letters. Some of them came to my desk in Tallahassee. 
Here are samples: 

“We want Miami to be a truly great city, one where 
we can raise our children and grandchildren proudly. 
We don’t want any Monte Carlo here.” 

“Too many decent people sit back and don’t make 
theniselves heard. But the people of Dade County 
certainly hope we can concentrate on attractions better 
than gambling to bring people and revenue to 
the fair state of Florida.” 


SMASHED to pieces, illegal roulette wheels and dice tables from 
Miami's wide-open days end in county dump after crackdown. 
Governor Collins pledges no revival of

‘sneak gambling.” 


Most Floridians remember with no pride the illegal 
gambling that the Kefauver Senate Crime Investigat- 
ing Committee exposed in Dade County before I bey 
came Governor, and that has not been tolerated since. 

As the storm built up, the commission majority 
quickly retreated. A week after its first action, the 
commission voted unanimously to reject Mr. Demp- 
sey’s proposal. 

The commission's original action, of course, had 
been patently illegal, since it would have conflicted 
with state anti-gambling laws. Both the Assistant 
Attorney General and I pointed this out. 

The Miami Herald warned in an editorial: “No- 
body thinks this is just a local attempt; it was a trial 
balloon for a move to be made in the Legislature.” 

A similar campaign to repeal anti-gambling laws, 
the newspapers indicated, was in progress in other 
states. 

I cannot tell any of our sister states how to run their 
affairs. But Florida, so long as I am Governor, will 
never permit itself to be turned into a vast gambling 
casino after the Las Vegas model. I have heard all the 
arguments in favor of licensed, legalized, supervised 
gambling. To me they are a sham and a delusion. 

True, we do have some legalized gambling in Flor- 
ida now. Our state licenses pari-mutuel betting at 
horse-racing tracks, dog-racing tracks and _ jai-alai 
frontons. 

As such operations go, I am sure our mutuels are 
clean. I am not crusading to abolish them. But I have 
said frankly, and I will say it again here, that Florida 
would be better off if it had no pari-mutuel betting. 

The problem is that revenues from these operations 
have come to be an accepted part of our fiscal picture. 
Last year, revenues from pari-mutuels amounted to 
nearly $25,000,000. Under law, $11,000,000 of the 
money was divided equally among the 67 counties. 
Each received $170,671. In some of our small rural 
counties, this money covers a large part of the budget. 
It has been pledged to support bond issues for schools, 
hospitals and other public needs. 

The supporters of legalized gambling might say 
that I am proving their case—that gambling revenues 
are a great lift to a state financially. While such reve- 
nues are helpful, actually they are only about 2.7 .per 
cent of our total state income. But there is no way to 
measure the cost of legalized gambling. 

The Metropolitan Miami safety director, Tom Kelly, 
for instance, tells me he has far more juvenile delin- 
quency because of the influenct of legalized gambling. 
He says it helps to create an attitude of irresponsibility 
on the part of the youngsters that is damaging. You can 
imagine what an extension of legalized gambling—to 
casinos and to slot machines—would do. 

What are the principal arguments we hear raised 
in favor of legalized gambling? Let us examine them: 


Gambling is “necessary™ to lure tourists. 


This was the argument we heard most recently in 
Florida. Our tourist industry suffered some temporary 
setbacks last winter. A few irresponsible and faint- 
hearted citizens said the customers were being lured 
away from us to Havana by spinning roulette wheels 
and dice tables. To win them back, the argument ran, 
Florida needed roulette wheels and dice tables of its 
own. There were even whispers that lax law enforce-

Do gambling laws go against human nature? 


Answers Collins: ‘Shoddy rationalization’ 


ment—what’s called “sneak gambling”—would help. 

I entertain no such notion. To suggest deliberately 
lax law enforcement is an insult. But even if gam- 
bling is “needed” to attract some customers, I say let 
other places have those customers. They bring more 
problems than prosperity. I have made it clear that 
any gamblers who might be leaving Cuba in the wake 
of the revolution there had better head for some place 
other than Florida. 

Florida caters to the family vacationer. We want 
the kind of state where people like to live and work 
and play and raise ‘their children under wholesome 


_ influences—the kind of state other families with chil- 


dren will want to visit. We want visitors to tell others 
back home that Florida is a place where the good in 
people, not the bad, is brought to the front. We just 
don’t care for visitors who want to hang over craps 
tables. We prefer those who want to go swimming, 
fishing or picnicking or just plain want to take it 
easy in the sun. 

If we should turn our state into a big gambling den, 
we would surely lose. We would find that decent fam- 
ily people—the kind who make up the bulk of our 
tourists, and of our residents—would be going some- 
where else. We might gain a few gamblers’ dollars but, 
in the long run, we would lose many more dollars 
from more worthwhile visitors. 


People will gamble anyway, so why 
not control it and cash in on it? 


This is a persuasive argument. Its premise is that 
anti-gambling laws are usually ineffective and tend to 
corrupt law enforcement. Anti-gambling laws, this 
argument runs, are counter to “human nature”; the 
urge to gamble is a normal motivation. Under state 
licensing laws, the argument continues, gambling can 
be controlled, corruption will end and the proceeds 
can be used for the benefit of the whole community.

While it may sound plausible, this is shoddy ra- 
tionalization. It would be just about as sensible to 
argue that sex is a normal human emotion; that we 
always will have some illicit sex relations—so why 
not license prostitution and let the state reap benefits 
from it? 

This is the same kind of reasoning that induced 
Florida to license slot machines in the 1930s. What 
we found then, to our disgust and shame, was that 
licensing an evil—condoning. it and abetting it— 
brought far more injury than benefit. You just can’t 
make a house cleaner by encouraging the people living 
in it to like dirt. That's never the solution. 


Gambling revenues can be 
made to work for good. 


In our state last year, $12,000,000 from pari- 
mutuel revenues went to general revenue for the Old 
Age Fund. Another $366,481 went to the Scholarship 
Fund, and $204,449 went to the public schools. A 
third amount, of $378,286, went to charities of the 
race tracks’ designations. 

If that much money can be obtained from horses, 
dogs and jai-alai, think how much more could be put 
to work for the state’s benefit if gambling casinos were 
similarly taxed. So goes the argument, and the pros- 
pect sounds alluring. 

But the price is too high. The damage to our repu- 
tation, and to our morals, would be far-reaching. Flor- 


ida has been a pacemaker in attracting industry that 


employs highly skilled, well-educated men and women 
who are a boon and an asset to any community. 

One reason this kind of industry locates in Florida 
is that our state offers wholesome communities, where 
employes can be assured of good schools, good 
churches, good law enforcement. With gambling, and 
the irresponsible, unstable, even shady elements it 
attracts, this air of wholesomeness would be shattered. 


Industry—an important key to Florida’s future 
might take its payrolls elsewhere. And the income of 
industry is worth far more than a quick jackpot. 


The state needs money, and other 
sources have been overtaxed. 


Florida is suffering from some “growing pains.” We 
ranked 27th in population among the states in 1940, 
by 1950 we had grown to 20th, and now we stand 
12th. By 1970, we should rank eighth, with a popula- 
tion of more than 7,000,000. We have more needs all 
the time. Where is the money to come from? 

In our state, as in others, this situation has led to 
serious suggestions that money be raised by a tax on 
legalized gambling. The reasoning is that this would 
be “easy money,” not taken from “our own people.” 

I don’t believe the people of Florida want this kind 
of “easy money.” I think they'd rather pay higher 
taxes than resort to revenues from extended legalized 
gambling, although we are determined by efficient 
management to see our way through without addi- 
tional taxes of any kind. 

Some years back, our legislators thought up another 
scheme to help Florida “prosper and grow.” This was 
to reduce to 90 days our residence requirement before 
filing for divorce. The idea was to let a nice, cozy 
three-month vacation in the winter qualify pe Fad 
for suing to sever marital bonds. And it worked. 

Even so, I asked the Legislature in its last session 
to take Florida out of this “quickie” divorce business, 
and it did, despite howls about the “business” we 
would lose to Reno, 

What I said then about divorce I would like to apply 
now to gambling: 

“What we lose in income, we shall gain in integrity.” 

And integrity—and the moral strength of a com- 
munity—are irreplaceable treasures no amount of 
money can buy. ®

Charlie Bossart, rocket wizard.. 


FATHER OF THE ATLAS 


by LLOYD SHEARER 


SAN DIEGO, CALIF. 

HOULD AN ENEMY inter-continental 

ballistic missile explode over one of 

our cities tomorrow morning, we could 

not launch a single ICBM from these 
shores in retaliation. 

The Atlas, to date our most proven 
ICBM, designed to deliver a thermonn- 
clear warhead 6,325 statute miles and 
more, is not|yet operational. ~~ 

Despite this, Karel J. Bossart is irre- 
pressibly optimistic about our nation’s 
progress and future in astronautics. 

Who is Karel J. Bossart? He is a small, 
smiling, hazel-eyed, 54-year-old scientific 
genius with two titles. The official one is 
technical director of Convair Astronau- 
tics. The unofficial one is “father of the 
Atlas.” 


Is Russia Ready? 


Bossart takes a favorable view of our 
position in the missile race “because, in 
my opinion, the Russians are not going to 
attack us.” 

“First,” he asserts, “there is no conclu- 
sive evidence that they have fleets of 
ICBMs ready to launch. Second, even if 
they do, they're not going to fire them at 
us. They value human life too highly. 
They realize what our strategic bombers 
could do to their cities within a few hours. 

“The people I worry most about,” he 
continues, “are the Chinese. There are 
more than 600,000,000 Chinese. They're 
so numerous they don’t value human life 
nearly as much as we or the Russians do. 
Given the proper nuclear equipment, it's 
conceivable they might go to war recon- 
ciled to losing 20 or even 30 per cent 
of their population. Fortunately China 
doesn’t have the technology or the missile 
know-how at present, and I don’t think the 
Russians are going to give it to them. 

“This affords us time to work for peace 
through science, to explore man and his 
universe. Perhaps science can show man 
that he is not alone in the universe. Maybe 
through astronautics we can show how 
foolish it is for nations to stir up interest 
in the relative superiority of their space 
weapons rather than combine scientific 
forces for the betterment of mankind. 

“Forget about the military applications 
of rockets for a minute,” Bossart pleads, 
“and think of all the peaceful applica-

tions: shooting mail from coast to coast 
by rocket, manned travel to Mars, inter- 
planetary communications, better weather 
forecasting, detailed aerial maps—the list 
is endless. And it may all make for a 
better, fuller life.” 

This rocket wizard is no impractical 
idealist. Rather the contrary, Bossart is a 
realistic and practical scientist. 


Forerunner of the Atlas 


It was Charlie Bossart (“Everyone at 
Convair calls me Charlie”) who insisted 
that actual test missiles be built to prove 
the faults and virtues of his theoretical 
calculations. It was Bossart who, early in 
the cold war, predicted that the defense 
against manned aircraft with new radar 
developments would progress so rapidly 
that only missiles might get through to the 
enemy’s homeland. 

Thirteen years ago Charlie Bossart was 
the project engineer who led a talented 
group of 50 designers in developing the 
MX-774 Hirock research rocket, the fore- 
runner of the Atlas. 

With bold imagination and painstaking 
attention to detail, he and his group intro- 
duced three scientific innovations that 
have since become integral parts of the 


complex art of rocketry‘as we now know it: 

1) The Bossart team introduced the 
first separable nose cone in rockets. (The 
Germans re-entered the complete rocket 
structure of their V-2s.) 

2) The Bossart team made the fuel 
tanks part of the missile itself, thus achiev-- 
ing a tremendous weight-saving in rockets. 
(The Germans used separate internal 


‘tanks. ) 


3) The Bossart teani also came up with 
the first swiveling of engines for direc- 
tional control of rockets. (The Germans 
controlled the V-2 with rudderlike graph- 
ite vanes placed in the jet stream. ) 

If you don’t know rockets, the above 
may read ‘like gibberish to you. But take 
the word of the scientists who know: 
“Charlie Bossart is a practical, scientific 
peacemonger who knew the Atlas would 
work when so many others were ready to 
give up on it”...“If it weren't for 
Charlie Bossart we wouldn't have the 
Atlas today, and we'd be years and years 
behind the Russians” . . . “He was the guy 
who kept the Atlas project alive.”. 

To look at Charlie Bossart, one would 
never take him for a brilliant dedicated 
scientist. He is modest, pleasant, tolerant, 
unassertive and so soft-hearted that;-ac- 
cording to his wife, “He won't even disci- 
pline his children. He gets in on all the 
fun and none of the fights.” 


An Over-Disciplined Boy 


One of the reasons Charlie Bossart re- 
fuses._to discipline his three children 
(Marion, 15; Newell, 17; Karel Jr., 19) 
is that he himself was over-disciplined. 

He was born in Antwerp, Belgium, the 
only son of school teachers. His parents, 
who tutored him at home largely in sci- 
entific subjects, saw to it that he entered 
the University of Brussels at 16. There, 
young Charlie'took a five-year course in 
mining engineering “because, if you 
wanted to get a job with the Belgian Gov- 
ernment after graduation, you could only 
become a mining engineer or a civil engi- 
neer. They hired no other kinds. Anyway, 
in my last year I took some courses in 
aeronautical engineering, then applied for 
a fellowship to the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. The only trouble was that 
I didn’t know English.” 

A revealing indication of Bossart’s 
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Family: |. to r., son Newell, wife Cornelia, Karel Sr., daughter Marion. Karel Jr. is in college. 


scholarship was that he learned English 
in six weeks. 

At MIT he took his master’s degree in 
aeronautical engineering, specialized in 
stress analysis, spent his vacations on a 
motorcycle speeding from one coast to an- 
other, inspecting, “just for the fun of it,” 
such diverse aircraft plants as Boeing in 
Seattle, Wash., Ryan in San Diego, Sikor- 
sky in Long Island, N.Y. 

From 1930 through 1940, Bossart 
went to work for Sikorsky at General Avia- 
tion, designed a tri-motor passenger plane 
in competition to the DC-1, worked on a 
one-man helicepter, built the S-43 am- 
' phibian, started the aircraft section of the 
Budd Company. He became thoroughly 


‘ 


- 


experienced in almost every branch of 
aeronautics. — 

In 1941, three years after his marriage 
to Cornelia Chase, a Baltimore social 
worker, Charlie Bossart came to Califor- 
nia, and went to work for Vultee Aircraft, 
which later merged with Consolidated Air- 
craft at San Diego, eventually to become 
today’s giant Convair. 


The Go-Ahead Sign 


Early in 1946 the Air Force awarded 
Convair the first research and develop- 
ment contract in a program to develop a 
missile capable of carrying a warhead 
5,000 miles. At that time the only long- 
range rocket in captivity was the 200-mile 
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German V-2. The Air Force wanted a 
study, primarily to point out the feasibil- 
ity, or lack of it, of a supersonic missile 
that would carry a 5,000-pound payload. 

To become project engineer on the 
MX.-774, Charlie Bossart accepted a reduc- 
tion in rank, gathered a coterie of devoted 
scientists around him, put on his thinking 
cap. “In the first few months,” he says, “we 
came up with a whole set of fresh concepts 
about missiles. There were no precedents 
or traditions to hamper us. We brought 
new ideas to the project, and I suggested 
to the Air Force that we put these ideas 
into execution, that we actually build the 
hardware and test it.” 

In 1947 Defense Department economy 
cutbacks led to shelving of the ICBM de- 
velopment. Under Bossart’s friendly but 
constant urging, however, Convair con- 
tinued limited ICBM studies. During this 
period the rocket wizard was offered top 
jobs by rival aircraft companies but he 
refused to leave Convair. 

“I was sure,” he declares, “that eventu- 
ally there would be a thermonuclear 
breakthrough resulting in smaller, more 
powerful warheads, and that the ballistic- 
missile program would come into its own.” 

Bossart proved himself an apt prophet.

priority to the ICBM project, soon placed ~ 


it on a full “crash program.” 

Fabrication of the Atlas began in San 
Diego in 1955. One year later the first 
completed missiles, 75 feet long, 10 feet 
in diameter, were trucked across the coun- 
try to Cape Canaveral, Fla. Testing began 
last summer. As of this writing, seven of 
10 tests have proven successful, with the 
Atlas going its full distance of more than 
6,000 miles in November and orbiting 
around the earth in December. 


“A Regular Spaz” 


A few days after an 8,500-pound Atlas 
went into orbit December 18, Charlie Bos- 
sart received this cable from his younger 
sister, married to a doctor in Bloemfontain, 
in Africa’s Orange Free State: “Congratu- 
lations on your splendid achievement. Saw 
Atlas right above our heads.” 

According to Charlie Bossart’s daughter 
Marion, “Daddy's reaction to the cable 
was typical. He just smiled and said softly, 
‘I knew all the time the Atlas would work.’ 
My Daddy is a regular spaz. You don’t 
know what a spaz is? Let me tell you. A 
spaz is a guy who's completely out of this 
world—but I mean, completely.” .

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Rearing back and letting go does you

“The American people never carry an 
umbrella. They prepare to walk in 
eternal sunshine.” 

This quotation, from the late Alfred 
E. Smith, speaks volumes about the 
American temperament, sense of hu- 
mor and the great ability that Ameri- 
cans have, perhaps more than any other 
people, to laugh good-naturedly at 
themselves and at others. 

Indeed, experts agree there is some- 
thing unique about the American sense 


of humor. A prominent New York psy- 


chiatrist, Dr. Edmund Bergler, has 
stated: 


Foreigners coming to the U.S. would 


have’ to acknowledge that Americans 
“are amazing in their objection to any 
type of pompousness .. . They are al- 
ways ready for a good laugh.” 

Luckily for Americans, nothing 
could be truer. Furthermore, whether 
or not you know it, that “good laugh” 
can do you a great deal of good—be- 
yond just the sheer fun of laughing. 

For laughing, the simple action of 
rearing back and letting go, is healthy 
for you from the standpoint of both 
your physical and emotional well- 


being. In short, laughter is therapeutic. 
Here’s how: 

1) It helps heart action. Studies at 
Fordham and other universities show 
that the motion of the diaphragm dur- 
ing laughter sets in motion a physical 
chain of events. 

One of the results is that the heart 
is stimulated slightly, causing a tiny in- 
crease in heart rate. Actually, this is 
good for you. 

2) Digestion is benefited. Another 
research project shows that, when you 
enjoy a good occasional laugh at meal- 
time, gastric juices are stimulated to 
perform their functions more effi- 
ciently. The result: digestion is en- 
hanced. 

3) At times laughter helps even high 
blood pressure cases. Almost everyone 
realizes that stress is a factor in aggra- 
vating high blood pressure. Remove the 
stress, and there’s an excellent chance 
that blood pressure will drop. 

One series of tests provides evidence 
that during and after laughter blood 
pressure decreases slightly. These stud- 
ies and others also show that, when you 
laugh, blood circulation is stepped up. 

This, in turn, means that organs like 
the liver and spleen receive an in- 
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good in many ways 


creased blood supply. Thus, they function on 
a slightly higher plane of efficiency. 

4) Tension is released. Laughter, of 
course, relaxes you. It “unwinds” you. It 
makes you feel good all over. 

Laughter serves as a release. In laughing, 
you “loosen up” (stout people shake all over, 
they’re so loose), get rid of stored stress. 

Thus, laughing has a restorative quality. 
Its positive effect on your muscles and cen- 
tral nerve system prepares you for future 
stress. In short, laughter prevents you from 
being as tight as a violin string all the time. 
This tension-releasing effect has been ob- 
served in 95 out of 100 persons. 

5) You get rid of hostilities. Laughter is 
most important, perhaps, in the area of emo- 
tional well-being. After all, it’s perfectly nor- 
mal to feel hostile toward someone or some- 
thing. Life is full’of situations in which hos- 
tility is a natural component. 

Laughter helps you get these hostilities off 
your chest. It helps you to establish a per- 
spective, to set things right within your own 
psychological framework. 

6) Laughing is good for your fantasy life. 
Experts will tell you that it is normal, too, 
for everyone, children and grown-ups, to ex- 
ercise their imaginations in fantasy. Your 
ability to laugh at a fantasy joke, an unreal 

Situation or even utter nonsense, is a yard- 


= 


stick of the over-all health of your fantasy life. 

The bore, psychologists will tell you, who 
is boring to himself and to others, rarely gets 
“outside himself” long enough to permit him- 
self a good belly laugh. 

7) Laughter steps up your social life. Ever 
try to cultivate friendships in a dead-pan, 
bored fashion? No one accepts the grouch. 

Laughter with friends is really a sign that 
you accept and appreciate them. Failure to 
enjoy things with them shows that you are 
not tuned in on their thinking, their sources 
of enjoyment. 

Consistent failure to laugh with friends 
indicates you really do not belong with them 
in a sustained social relationship. 

Ever wonder why Americans do not like 
to be called “humorless” or “lacking a sense 
of humor”? Obviously, to most people, if you 
fail to have a good sense of humor, you fail 
to get along with people. 


Asset on the Job 


8) In your vocation, smiles “and laughter 
work for you, too. Job counselors emphasize 
that, within reason, your ability to laugh can 
be a job asset. - 

The same reasons apply here as with social 
relationships. However, there are other fac- 
tors involved. Your job may demand contact 
with a wide range of people every day. The 
“face” you present to them creates an impres- 
sion not only of you but of the organization 
you represent. 

Again, the inevitable question arises: Who 
wants to do business with a sourpuss? 

Through the ages, men have tried to ana- 
lyze what makes people laugh. They have 
come to the conclusion that humor is bound- 
less. Hardly anything in living is beyond 
laughter. 

In addition, for hundreds of years man 
has tried to analyze laughter itself. Some 
authorities believe it to be instinctive—built 
right into the make-up of every newborn 
baby. That, the experts in this school say, is 
the reason babies start laughing and smiling 
at very early ages. 

Other authorities believe that laughter is a 
part of lifelong conditioning. They say we 
laugh at some things and not at others be- 
cause of previous experience or present per- 
ception. They point out, too, that the reasons 
for laughter often are based deep in the 
unconscious. 

Thus, many people laugh and later cannot 
explain why they laughed. 

Stephen Leacock, the great humorist, once 
stated his theory this way: 

“Our laighter originated, it would seem, 
long before our speech as a sort of natural 
physical expression, or outburst, of one’s feel- 
ing suddenly victorious. It was a primitive 
shout of triumph. 

“The savage who cracked his enemy over 
the head with a. tomahawk and shouted, ‘Ha, 
ha,’ was the first humorist . . .” 

You may or may not agree with that idea. 
Far more important, though, is that you 
realize the real value of laughter in almost 
every walk of life. 

No matter how it all started, you help your- 
self by doing it when the occasion arises. @&
